B arclay H enley's Citizenship. 
W a sh in g to n, November 13th.—When 
Congress meets next month an interesting 
case will be presented the first day of the 
session, in the shape of a protest against 
the seating of Barclay Henley, principally 
because it is alleged that he is not a citizen 
of the United States. Considerable pains, 
have been taken by the opponents of H en­ 
ley to show that iñ lsi>4 he became a nat­ 
uralized subject of Mexico, and swore al­ 
legiance to Maximilian as such. Indica­ 
tions are that the battle will be transferred 
to Washington this winter, and, as both 
sides are desirous of success, some inter­ 
esting developments mav he looked for. 
fine feature of the campaign will be the 
circulation of a pamphlet inimical to Hen­ 
ley. bearing the tallowing inscription: 
“An old straw—The adventures of Hon 
Barclay Henley, M. C.—How he left his 
family in California and immigrated to 
Mexico in 1S64—His fear to return as an 
American citizen—How he employed Max­ 
imilian to Alexicanize him —How the Km- 
perorliberated him from the galling yoke of 
American citizenship and made him a Mex­ 
ican subject.” Copies of this pamphlet 
have already been circulated in California, 
and some of them have found their wav 
East, and others are promised when Con­ 
gress meets. 
The Q uestion of Revising the Rules of 
the Next H ouse of R epreseutatives. 
W a sh in g to n, November 13th.—Theques- 
tion of revising the rules of the next 
House of Representatives will come before 
that body early in the session, and with a 
strong probability that quite a number of 
radical changes in the present parliament­ 
ary machinery will be made. The Com­ 
mittee on rules, when appointed, will have 
the subject in charge, and as Mr. Carlisle is 
known to favof important modifications of 
the rules, curiosity is felt regarding the 
composition of the new committee. Jn 
the last Congress its members were the 
Speaker, Representatives Randall, Black­ 
burn, Keifer and Reed. Mr. Keifer has 
been retired to private life, and Mr. Black­ 
burn has been chosen Senator. There are 
two vacancies to till, presuming that 
Messrs. Randall and Reed will be appointed. 
Hr. Carlisle will, of course, remain at the 
head of the committees. Mr. Springer 
may be chosen to fill Blackburn’s place 
and the Republican honor may fail upon 
the shoulders of either Judge Kelley, Mr. 
Hiscock or Mr. Cannon, of Illinois. Henry 
II. Smith, Journal Clerk of the House of 
Representatives, compiler of the official 
manual and rules, and one of the best au­ 
thorities upon parliamentary law and pro­ 
cedure in the House, said to vour corres­ 
pondent to-day, that he believed the rules 
would be revised by the next Congress, and 
that a revision would greatly facilitate the 
transaction of all business. He believes 
that the division of the duties of the Ap­ 
propriation Committee would be ad­ 
vantageous, and that the delays attending 
the appropriation bill until'tow ard the 
close ot the session will be obviated. 
A R elic of the Quinn M urder T rial. 
N ew Y o r k , November 13th.—The deci­ 
sion opening the default rendered this 
morning in the City Court, grew out of the 
killing of Ah Moon, an inoffensive China­ 
man. by Daniel Quinn, a drunken ruffian, 
who was afterward committed and sent to 
theState Prison for life. OngGong brought 
suit to recover $405, which he claims Dug 
.Sick promised to pay him for assisting in 
prosecuting and convicting Quinn. <»ng 
Sick told him this money would be pro­ 
cured from the Six Companies of Califor­ 
nia. He was shown a paper by Ong Sick 
by which the companies guaranteed to pay 
a certain sum for the different grades of 
C‘inviction procured against any parties who 
might kill any Chinamen. Ung Sick pro­ 
mised that if the Six Companies did not 
give the money to Ong Gong, then Ong 
Sick would pay it. The money was- not 
paid, and Ong Gong brought suit to obtain 
judgment by default. Defendant afterward 
appeared ami declared he did not know the 
nature of the papers served on him in the 
suit, and therefore did not make his appear­ 
ance. The Court granted the motion open­ 
ing the default, and allowing Ong Sick to 
appear and to oppose suits. 
George W . Cable. 
, ^'Ew Y ork, November 13th.—George W. 
Cable said at a banquet given to him by tlie 
Lincoln Club, of Connecticut, that he" had 
not changed his residence from the South 
to the North, because, in the face of his 
writings, the South was not a congenial 
locality. He admitted, however, that the 
“ noisy portion of the South," as he styled 
his critics, wanted him to confess that the 
truths he had uttered concerning the col­ 
ored race were held by him alone, when 
the fart was he had only spoken the mind 
of many thoughtful men of the South. 
Amid all the protestation and condemna­ 
tion that have come to him there have 
come many words of encouragement and 
cheer from all parts of the South. The 
men who think with him are not few. 
They have learned that the frecdman is 
protected by his ballot ami could not be 
protected without it. They have learned 
that with the ballot education is a neces­ 
sity. 
B u tter Vs. O leom argarine anil BuU erine. 
C h ica g o, November 13th.—In the dairy 
department of the Fat Stock Show at the 
Exposition, considerable excitement and 
indignation was noticeable this afternoon 
over the action of the State Board of Agri­ 
culture in deciding to allow butterine and 
oleomargarine manufacturers space in the 
building for their exhibits. The butter 
men denounced this action vehemently. 
The butterine men established themselves 
near the grand entrance, and before night 
hail so far completed arrangements as to 
make their exhibit promise to outshine by 
considerable that of the dairymen. At the 
National Convention of Dairymen, this 
afternoon, a resolution was adopted request­ 
ing the State Board of Agriculture to fur­ 
nish the Dairymen's Assticiation, within 
thirty days, all the information upon which 
it based its action. 
The affair is regarded 
as having brought the fight between the 
two interests to a crisis. 
S treet-car Strike in New York Prom ised. 
N ew Y o r k , November 13th.—For several 
weeks past the car-drivers of the city have 
been holdingjsecret meetings in different 
parts ol the city. Representatives from all 
the surface roads have been present, and 
much secrecy has been observed to keep 
the object of the meeting from the press. 
Your correspondent learned this- morning 
that preparations are being made for the 
biggest strike ever held here. The leaders 
of the movement say the Car-dri vers' Asso­ 
ciation was never more flourishing or bet­ 
ter organized than now. and there is money 
enough in the treasury to remain out for 
months, if the demands, which are for 
shorter hours and extra pay for extra work, 
are not acceded to. The time of the strike 
is set down for the 15th of December. 
Senator .Malione “ Counted O ut.” 
New York. November i3th.—The Tribune 
says: Senator Mahone is at the Fiftli- 
avenue Hotel, accompanied by his son. to 
meet Mrs. Mahone. who has been abroad 
one year and a half. The Senator has in 
preparation a statement showing the Re­ 
publicans of Virginia were counted out, 
and just where and how it was done He 
is much worn by the labors of the canvass 
of bis btate. 
H oller E xplosion-T hree Persons K illed. 
L o u is v ille , November 13th.— A special 
to the Courier-Journal says: An explosion 
took place at F. J. Brownell’s flouring mill 


at Hopkinsville, Ky., this morning, in 
which three persons were killed. The mill 
had only started up for the day, when the 
boiler suddenly exploded, demolishing the 
engine-room. There were six- persons in 
the mill. The following were killed: Nel­ 
son Metcalf (colored), the fireman, hail the 
top of his head entirely blown off; a boy 
named George W erling; J. P. Brining, the 
miller, Frank Werling, the engineer, es­ 
caped with painful bruises. 
F rightful C unilagratiuu iu G alveston. 
Gai.veston, November 13th. — At 1:40 
o’clock this morning the most destructive 
fire in the history of Galveston broke out 
in a small foundry and car-repairing shop 
on the north side of the avenue known as 
the Strand, between Sixteenth and Seven­ 
teenth streets. A fierce gale from the north 
was blowing at the time, and the llames 
spread with lighning rapidity to both the 
adjoining buildings, one being a grocery 
store, the other an humble dwelling. In a 
twinkling the long, fierce tongues of fire 
had crossed the street, and two more dwell­ 
ings were in flames, the inmates barely 
escaping with their lives. At this moment 
the tiro department got two streams going, 
but they were of no avail. The heat be­ 
came so intense that the firemen had to 
abandon their positions, and the wind arose 
and carried myriads of sparks to the prem­ 
ises east of the avenue, and a general alarm 
was sounded. In half an hour two blocks 
were burning fiercely, and by 3 o’clock it 
was seen that a great conflagration was 
upon the city. The people for squares 
around, on either side of the burning 
blocks, became panic-stricken, and the 
piercing cries of frightened women could 
be heard above the hoarse din of the fire 
and the mournful wind. At half-past 3 
the fire had leaped three blocks distant 
from its starting point, but in a per­ 
fectly straight line, being confined to 
the blocks bounded by Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth streets. About 4 o'clock the 
fire began to spread to the east and to the 
west of Sixteenth and Seventeenth streets. 
The wind rose to a gale and pandemonium 
reigned. For a t ime it seemed as though the 
entire eastern half of the city was doomed. 
The fire spread rapidly to the southward, 
licking up blocks of elegant residences 
hastily abandoned by their inmates. By 5 
o'clock it had reached Broadway, which 
threads the center of the island, running 
east and west. At 7 o’clock the wind gave 
signs of dying away, and shortly it began 
to shift, then to decrease, until by 8 o'clock 
only a fair breeze was blowing.. But by 
this time the fire had eaten its way to 
Avenue O, where, at 'J.30 o’clock, it seemed 
to exhaust itself, and the firemen coming 
up, checked its further ravages at this point’ 
or within two blocks of the Gulf. At 11:20 
the fire had reach c l the beach, about a 
mile and a halt from the starting place, 
and six or seven blocks were consumed. 
Over 700 residences were burned. The 
burned district covers 52 blocks, seven of 
which are not entirely swept clear. It is 
sixteen blocks in depth and averages a 
width of three blocks. From Avenue A 
to Avenue K, for four squares, the burned 
dwellings were occupied almost entirely bv 
the poorer class, several families being 
crowded into a single house in this 
strip. From Avenue E, however, the 
burned district includes the wealth­ 
iest and 
most 
fashionable 
portion 
of the city. One hundred elegantly fur­ 
nished mansions are in ruins. Many of 
these residences had beautiful gardens at­ 
tached. All manner of estimates are to be 
heard at this time. The City Assessor says 
the taxable value of the dwellings burned 
is $(550,000. This makes the actual value 
of the property $1,500,000, which, perhaps, 
represents the loss in money. The in­ 
surance Is estimated at $(500,000, although 
some insurance men who have walked over 
the district place the insurance at $800,000. 
So far as can be learned not a single acci­ 
dent occurred. The loss in personal and 
household property can never be estima­ 
ted, and is not included in the previous 
estimate. 
The hotels are filled with homeless peo­ 
ple, and the citizens'committee is now at 
work apportioning families to the rooms 
and premises vacated for their use. Every 
vehicle in the city is at work carrying 
strewn furniture, bedding and pictures to 
secure places. Thousands of people haunt 
the burned district, looking among the 
ruins for valuable keepsakes or jew oir# 
hoping to find something left. Business is 
entirely suspended. 
The ealaniitv is so 
great that men choke with tears in their 
eyes in speaking of it. Some scores of sick 
people were hurriedly removed during the 
conflagration, and many people are pros­ 
trated by tlie terrible excitement. 


TH E 
LOSSES. 
G alvesto n, November 13th.—Nearly 
every one lias an estimate as to what the 
total loss of the great fire foots up. The 
best-posted citizens estimate the loss at 
$2,000,000, while many who claim to have 
figured on the matter put the estimate as 
high as $2,500,000. Insurance men have 
been hard at work all day and to-night 
completing the list of their policies. So 
much confusion and uncertainty lias pre­ 
vailed that the task of ldbating the policies 
was a difficult one. 
th e b u r n ed district. 
G alvesto n, November 13th.—The total 
area ol the burnt district is 100 acres, and 
forty and a half blocks were swept clean of 
everything possible. Something over 400 
houses were burned, and it is estimated 
by the relief committee that about 1,000 
families were rendered homeless, a great 
majority of whom, especially the poor 
ones, lust everything. As the fire started 
in the pour district, they had little or no 
time in which to move their furniture, 
while (he weal: 
r victims moved their 
valuable pictures end effects. Several of 
the finest houses, however, were burned, 
without a single article being saved, so confi­ 
dent were the occru pants tbat the lire would 
pass by them. As the fire swept past the 
County Jail, reflecting its fearful glare and 
intense heat through the grated windows, 
the forty imprisoned inmates became 
nearly frantic with fear. They set up a 
yel! which was heard for squares above the 
awful roar of the terrible tire. On top of 
tlie jail and Court-house were a corps of 
strongm en, determined to save the build­ 
ings, and with the aid of the brick walls 
succeeded. The jail was on fire a dozen 
times, but was saved. All the street cars 
were hastily run out of the Galveston 
City 
Railway 
stables, 
and 
they 
were 
abandoned 
to 
their 
fate. 
But. as if in mockery at their fright, the 
fire monster spared the habitation of the 
humble mule, seeking richer fields. When 
the fire started a gale was blowing at the 
rate of thirty miles an hour. At 2 o'clock 
the Signal Service observer estimated tlie 
velocity in the vicinity of the fire at sixty 
miles an hour, and this velocity was main­ 
tained until near G o'clock, when the fire 
gave signs of exhaustion, and the cyclonic 
vacuum seemed broken. The fire swirled 
through its path as though it were a gi­ 
gantic tunnel, and for two squares on either 
side the heat was suffocating and the clouds 
of cinders blinding. The fire department 
had become utterly helpless, and the water 
works gave poor satisfaction. 
An Inyjo rtant D iplom atic Move. 
B oston, November 13th.—A special to 
the Advertiser from Washington says : An 
important diplomatic move, to secure the 
neutrality of the islands of the Pacific, so 
far as they are not now possessed by the 
Continental powers, is on foot, which con­ 
templates a disregard of Spain's claims of 
sovereignty over any islands upon which 
she has not established and maintained her 
colonics. 
Regarding this an opportune 
time, in view of the apprehensions 
caused last summer by the Carolines 
affair, the Hawaiian a’uthorities have 
lately directed the Hawaiian Minister to 
propose a plan to the United States, En­ 
gland, France, Holland. Germany and 
Spain for the settlement of' the question. 
It is that the Sandwich Islands, which pos­ 
sess great influence in the other islands, 
be allowed to send a commission to reunite 
them into local representative govern­ 
ments. whose integrity shall be guaranteed 
by the powers. The contracting powers 
would then send Consuls to the islands 
to protect their respective interests. 
In 
this 
way 
the 
islands 
will 
be kept forever open to com m erce, and 


neutral in any wars that may hereafter 
arise. The scheme, as outlined, has been 
!“e subject of several consultations between 
Minister t arter and Secretary Bayard. The 
latter heartily indorses it, and armed wrtli 
tins indorsement, Minister Jtarter will sail 
for Europe to-morrow, on a mission to the 
nations mentioned. He has laid the m at­ 
ter before the Ministers at Washington of 
the countries named, ami in every case 
their answers have been favorable. 
Lively W ork Itefore the F ostm aster- 
G eucral. 
W a sh in g to n, November 13th. — Post­ 
master-General Vilas has not been thor­ 
oughly successful in ihe Jinn of reform. 
He saw lit to disobey the plain injunctions 
. a *‘tw °* Congress in the matter of mak­ 
ing contracts to carry the foreign mails, 
anu to set up his own view's and ideas 
against the specific provisions of a Con­ 
gressional enactment. It is claimed that 
one of the first resolutions that will be 
introduced in tlie House of Representa­ 
tives will be a resolution censuring the 
Postmaster-General for his action in 
l,*LSr respect, and this will lead to 
a j| iull 
discussion 
of the meaning 
ami intent of the Act of the last Congress, 
appropriating $400,000 for the carrying of 
foreign mails by American steamship lines, 
and of the reasons which induced General 
X ilas to disobey the provisions of that bill. 
The matter wjjl also be brought to the 
attention ot the Senate by a similar resolu­ 
tion, which it is believed will be offered by 
Senator Frye. The whole administration 
of the Postoffice Department by General 
Vilas will be the object of a thorough in­ 
vestigation. The manifest intent of the bill 
referred to was to aid in building an 
American line of steamships, but Vilas has 
contracted with foreign companies for the 
carrying of the mails, and has ignored the 
willingness of Congress to afford such 
assistance as was possible toward keeping 
alive American shipping. Mr. Vilas is 
likely to have a lively time with Congress 
before the session is over, and it is by no 
means certain that he will not be formally 
impeached. 
One Cent. Damages. 
W a sh in g to n, November 13th.—The jury 
in the ease of Rev. Dr. Hicks, the spiritual 
adviser of the assassin Guiteau, against the

L ast Days of the C ondem ned L eader of

Preparations for the hanging of the leader 
of the half-breeds iu their two rebellions 
are complete, but in tlie absence of the 
official orders from the Government to carrv 
out the sentence of death on Riel, i't 
seems probable to-night that he will be 
again respited. 
The order directing 
that the execution take place next Monday 
has not yet arrived, and the statement is 
made to-night that unless the specified or­ 
der arrives by to-morrow morning, the 
Judge will issue an order for a further 
respite. It lias been customary heretofore, 
in ordinary cases, for the Sheriff to carry 
out the mandate of the jury on the simple 
authority of a telegram from Ottawa, nut 
the Riel case lias already provoked such 
fierce controversy throughout the Domin­ 
ion, that the Sheriff declares that he will 
not assume the responsibility of acting 
upon what might prove a forged telegram. 
Meantime Riel is kept under the closest 
surveillance. He is closely confined in 
jail, within the barracks of the mounted 
police, two miles from this village, and a 
mounted guard of sixty men is constantly 
maintained, some of the sentries occupying 
a post of observation one-half mile distant 
from the camp. No strangers are admitted 
even to the corridors of the jail, and the 
only view obtained of the condemned 
rebel is when lie is pacing the jail 
yard for an hour 
each 
morning,

viser. 
The military are weary of the 
work of guarding their prisoner, as the 
, wildest rumors continually emanate of ef­ 
forts making to rescue him. A body of

C athedral scenes on th at day are long to 
he rem em bered. 
F o r h ours the bells tolled 
dism ally and the streets were filled with 
m ourning figures, w ith black shaw ls or 
rebocas covering their ¡'sees, silently w end­ 
ing their way to the place of prayer. 
In 
the center of each darkened church, the 
black-palled funeral dias was erected, w ith 
its flickering candles and grim suggestions.

T he kneeling crowd, nil w ith devout 
faces tured tow ard th e cross—th e sym bol of 
th eir hope—repeated their prayers so earn- 
eatlv th a t the united m u im u r sounded like 
th e distant, roaring of the sea. 
They were 
m ostly of th at sex who are "first at the 
cross an d last at the tom b,” and it was easy 
to read in the upturned 
countenances 
w hose sorrow s were freshest. 
T here were 
orphaned children, the widow in her weeds, 
th e w hite-haired m other bereft of sons and 
daughters—every face had its history. And 
M i d not detract from th e solem nity of the 
Occasion to 
th a t m e fioor of the 
sanctuary in w hich we k u eli was a sue- 
cession of trap-doors, covering vaults filled 
to the brim w ith bones of two centuries 
dead. 
A M exican fjineral is 
very different 
from the sam e sad cerem ony in th e U nited 
Slates, (or 
here all 
th at is ghastly is 
brought to th e front, and every cheering 
suggestion carefully excluded. 
A pparently 
these people m ean lo enjoy the “ luxury of 
grief ” to the full, and decline to he robbed 
o f a single pang. 
H ere no floral tributes 
are sent by sym pathizing friends—no pil­ 
lows of w hite carnations, w itli “ Rest ” in 
p urple im m ortelles, nor crosses and anchors 
of spotless lilies, and the dear departed are 
no t laid aw ay in beds of roses w ith w hite 
blossom s upon their bosoms. 
If flowers 
are used at all, they are generally the m ost 
gaudy of artificials, w ith leaves and stream ­ 
ers of gilt paper—precisely like those fast­ 
ened to iron hooks which are th ru st into 
the bulls’ hide at the Sunday divertissement 
o f the Plaza de Torros. 
1 have seen a 
bunch of these m onstrosities as big as a 
cabbage in the waxen hands of a dead habv, 
an d a w reath of blood-red roses crow ning 
th e gray head o f an old m an—w hich gave 
th e poor corpse a rakish air m ost com ically 
grotesque. 
At w hatever h o u r of the day or night a 
person dies in M exico.it is custom ary to 
appoint the funeral services ju st tw enty- 
four hours thereafter, or as near to it as 
can possibly be arranged. 
It is a well- 
know n fact the w orld over th at the m ajor­ 
ity of souls go out of the body at the m ys­ 
tic hour betw een night and daw n, when all 
th e forces of life are at th eir low est e b b ; 
an d therefore, in consequence of th e n a­ 
tional custom aforesaid, m ost funerals are 
conducted before sunrise. 
A bout the sad­ 
dest sights I ever saw, enough 


TO MAKE ANY MOTHER S HEART ACHE, 
A rc frequently no t in the tw ilight of the 
early m orning; a little procession of m en 
on foot, w ith seldom a w om an am ong 
them , w ending their way to th e Campo 
Santo, o r “ Field of Saints,” as the cem e­ 
tery is called. T he bereaved father m arches 
in advance, w i.h the little blue coffin bal­ 
anced on In - head, w hile m ale relatives 
follow w ith lighted candles, and the rear 
is brought u p by a boy carrying th e coflin- 
lid. 
T he dead child is plainly visible 
w ithin the gaily-painted box, w earing its 
brightest garm ents, garnished w ith m any 
paper flowers, and often th e little features 
arc hardly recognizable from the dust of 
th e street that has settled upon it before 
th e " dust to d u st” process begins. 
A ll bodies m ust be carried to the church 
before living laid in consecrated ground, 
b u t it is n o t the fashion here for w om en to 
atten d funerals, nor to follow th eir dead 
to the ceñirle: es. So th e wife, the m other, 
th e sisters, the daughter, take their last 
farewell en c<ifi, and the corpse is then 
borne aw ay by 
m ale relatives—first to 
th e sanctuary and then to the sepulchre. 
H ow m others can endure this w hen their 
children die passetli A m erican understand­ 
in g ; but the iron hand o f custom is far 
m o re inexorable here .th a n in otir ow n 
country, and none dream of defying it. A t 
m y first visit to a M exican “ field of saints,” 
I learned the wisdom of excluding wom en 
from the last horrible rites. Except am ong 
th e w ealthy the coffin is not buried w ith 
th e body, but is m erely rented for th e jo u r­ 
ney between the house and cem etery, the 
sam e pine box (w hich for adults is usually 
painted black, w ith w hite or yellow stripes), 
serving the sam e purpose a great m any, 
tim es. A rriving at the grave, w hether the 
bodv is interred w ith or w ithout a coffin, it 
is alw ays first covered w ith lime, th at it 
m ay the m ore quickly decompose. 
In the 
m ajority of cases th e corpse is taken out of 
the coffin, laid in the dirt w ithout any cov­ 
e rin g (often the sigh tb ss eyes wide open), 
a quantity of unslacked lim e throw n in 
an d earth shoveled upon if, the sexton now 
a n d then jum ping in and stam ping the 
d irt dow n w ith his feet, to m ake all snug 
an d secure. 
Even then, though buried 
lik e a dog, the poor cadaver cannot be said 
to have gone to his “ long hom e," for he is 


HOT SURE OF HIS GRAVE 
T im e enough to decay decently in. 
It is 
an actual fact, all over the length and 
breadth of Mexico, th at (except am ong the 
few who are rich enough to own fam ily 
vaults) the graves are m ostly rented, for 
periods varying from three m onths to a 
y ear’s tim e. 
M any of these ancient cities 
have only one Campo Santo—a veritable 
‘ God’s a c re ” as to size—w herein the dead 
o f several hundred years have been som e­ 
how disposed of. T hat is the secret of tho 
quick-lim e. 
I have looked dow n into 
m any freshly-dug graves, and all presented 
th e sam e appearance—the sities a perfect 
xandw ich of layers upon layers of crum ­ 


bling bones and bits of coffins, w hich the 
spade had cut through, looking lik e huge 
slices of chicken salad or old-fashioned 
“ m arb le” cake! 
It is doubtful, indeed, 
w hether the Scriptures can be fulfilled in 
this country in regard to th e gathering 
together of “ dry b o n es” on th e resurreo- 
tion m orning. B ut these good Catholics do 
not believe in th at idea. 
T hey th in k the 
body is o f no consequence after the soul 
has been safely prayed through purgatory, 
and to them there is no sense of sacredness 
connected w ith th e clay casket after its 
jewel is gone. 
W hen th e tim e has expired for w hich the 
grave was rented, the occupant is uncere­ 
m oniously shoveled ou t to m ake room for 
a new tenant. 
If the tim e has been long 
enough—thanks to th e lim e—there is little 
left to e v ic t; but the three m onths allowed 
to the vast m ajority in w hich to decay, is 
not tim e enough in obstinate case*. 
Bones 
are som etim es unearthed not yet quite bare 
of flesh, and skulls w ith capillary adorn­ 
m ents still clinging to them . 
In w alking 
through these Campo Santos, one comes 
upon such cheerful sights as sections of 
vertebro;, ribs, m arrow bones, 


BITS OF SHROUDS AND 
BROKEN COFFINS 
A t every step. 
B ut this is by no m eans 
the w orst of it. 
In th e rear of each grave­ 
yard is a sm aller inclosure, w hich had bet­ 
ter no t be visited by persons of shaky 
nerve. 
T he first glim pse is w arranted to 
m ake the strongest m an forego his dinner; 
but one can get accustom ed to all m anner 
of things, you know , and generally ends— 
as I did—by poking over the bones with an 
um brella to find a nice w hite skull for an 
ink-bottle! 
T he bones are carted to this 
charnel yard and left in heaps till the an ­ 
nual erom ation tim e comes around, when 
they are burned to ashes and left for the 
w inds to scatter. 
Poor G abriel—w hat a 
tim e he will have of it on that great day in 
trying to fulfill his contract! 
Golgotha 
m ust have been an E den to th e place we 
lately visited. E very step showed a new 
horror. 
T here were scores of well-pre­ 
served coffins, still half-full of the lim e 
which had failed to com plete its work, 
m ixed w ith shreds o f grave-clothes, their 
gay colors scarcely faded. Scattered about 
were babies’ tiny shoes ; leather enough in 
half-decayed boots and slippers to set up 
St. Crispin in trade ; w om en's combs and 
other parap h ern alia; 
skulls of all sizes, 
and piles o f bones in the com ers of the wa!l 
higher than a m an’s head. 
W e noticed a 
skull m atted w ith long, gray h a ir ; another 
witli a long, black tress attached, which 
doubtless loving hands have caressed in 
other d ay s; and dozens of sm aller heads— 
w hite and shining like ivory—evidently 
those of children. 
N aturally the stench is 
som etim es intolerable—enough to give the 
w hole country th e cholera in any other 
atm o sp h ere; and as in this m ountainous 
land th e Campo Santos are generally lo­ 
cated on bills out-lying the cities, it is not 
to be w ondered at th a t the residents im m e­ 
diately below, who

Die off like sheep at certain soasonB of the 
year. 
T he other day a prom inent citizen 
died, and Betsy and 1 determ ined to attend 
the funeral, notw ithstanding the custom 
excluding women. 
T he cathedrals are al­ 
ways open, and under pretext of perform ­ 
ing our devotions unusually early, we hied 
us thither. 
Im agine a gray Novem ber 
m orning, at the “ w itch-hour” of 5; a dim 
old church full of ghostly shadows, with 
here and there som e conscience-stricken 
creature kneeling upon the floor in peni­ 
tential prayer, or w hispering at confession­ 
al windows. 
T he funeral p y ram id —pine 
boards painted black, ornam ented w ith 
skulls and crossbones,arid mirmeuti morn in 
scriptions—occupied 
tho center o f the 
church. 
Tiiis pyram id and its four side 
pieces, w hich are shaped exactly like cof­ 
fins, was stuck full of sputtering candles, 
in whose flickering light the shadow s 
swayed to and fro, like ghostly visitants 
trailing their shrouds behind them , getting 
ready to return to the vaults below after a 
n cturnal revel. 
F or Betsy’s encourage­ 
m ent, I w hispered th at cheerful stanza : 
Som w herc. in desolate, w ind-sw ept space— 
In tw ilig h t la n d —in “ no m a n 's " lan d — 
Tw o shivering shapes m et, face to face, 
A nd hid each o th e r stand. 
“ A nd w ho are you?" cries one agspe, 
S h uddering in th e gloam ing light; 
“ I know not,’’ sat* Cue second shape— 
" I only died last n ig h t 1” 
Now the funeral procession enters (of 
course all m en), who bear the. coffin upon 
their shoulders and deposit it upon a black- 
palled dais in front of the pyram id. 
As 
usual, there is no cover upon the coffin, 
and tho wide-open eyes, w ith no m ore 
“ speculation ” in them , stare straight up 
at the great w hite cross above the m ain 
altar. B ut the blood-stained C hrist thereon 
gives no sign to th at unhoused soul, w hich 
seems to say, “ T his day shalt thou be w ith 
m e in paradise.” 
At tho side of the cathe­ 
dral an im age of th e Virgin of Sorrows, 
w ith clasped hands an d a dagger sticking 
in her heart, looks down upon the dead 
m an, as if m ourning in place of tho wife 
and m other who should be there.

and burning incense shaken, til! the whole 
vast pile is full of spicy odors. 
M eantim e 
the sun has risen, and his first beam s— 
penetrating a barred window high tip un­ 
der the roof—fall 
aslant 
the crucified 
Savior, about whose feet som e w hite doves, 
Who m ake their hom e in the church, are 
joyously tw ittering. 
Gazing upon that 
sym bol of the C hristians’ faith, we fall to 
w ondering—with the unutterable longing 
all h um an hearts feel in presence of the 
dread m ystery of death—w hether the in ­ 
num erable procession of dead who have

E s s e n t i a l F o o d o f P l a n t s . — W hile it is 
positively know n th at plants require car­ 
bon. hydrogen, oxygen and nitrogen as 
constituents of th eir food, there are several 
other elem ents found in plants whose es­ 
sential character is n o t so certainly estab­ 
lished. 
Some recent experim ents, accord­ 
ing to M r. T. Jam eson, an English chem ist, 
furnish proof th at sulphur is n o tan essen­ 
tial, that even lim e and m agnesia are of 
doubtful necessity, but th at phosphorus 
and potassium are indispensable. Iron and 
chlorine occur in plants, b ut have little 
claim to be regarded as essentials.

At M adis m -Sqnare Garden has been one

disposed ” ). yet there was enough to see,

the exhibits. There were over four hundred 
horses on exhibition. 
Yott. w ho have had

of w hat this N ational H orse 8how was, 
witli 400 of the choicest anim als th e A tlan­ 
tic side can bring together. 
U nlike most 
fairs, it opened w ith judging the anim als 
and testing those trained to special service. 
T he F ire D epartm ent exhibit was the first on 
the list, and it was som ething m arvelous, in 
its way, to witness its exercise. T hetw ogiant 
draught horses of 2,100 and 2,400 pounds 
w eight respectively were am ong th e won­ 
' ders of the show ; b u t I rem em ber one or 


two at Sacram ento, w hen I was out th erein 
Septem ber, th at were quite as heavy, or 
appeared so. 
As people love contrasts, and 
tne m ore extrem e the better, so they di­ 
vided attention very evenly betw een the 
exhibit o f ponies and dw nrf anim als, and 
their gigantic brethren. 
T he exhibition of 
thoroughbreds was exceedingly fine — I 
can’t even pause to say how m noh of a 
treat it was—an d n ex t in im portance was 
th e exposure of m atched and single road­ 
sters. 
The trotters I rate as th ird on the 
list of excellence. 
For reasons th at will 
be readily appreciated, som e of the rarest, 
speedy and fine bred trotters could not be 
brought to u s—the risk and cost are great, 
and then owners at this season are m ore 
than usually careful of such stock. 
B ut 
the show ing of trotting colts was “ first 
class." The saddle-horse exhibit was rather 
light for New Y ork, where so m any tine 
anim als of th is kind are g ro u p ed ; but 
there was nothing lacking in th e way of 
carriage and coach horses.

SCIENTIFIC 
NOTES. 


T he volum e of power com prised in N iag­ 
ara falls, exclusive of the velocity with 
w hich the w ater reaches tlie brink, is cal­ 
culated to be 5,000,000 horse-power, or 
nearly one-fourth the en tire steam power 
know n. 
T he Medical Journal states th a t a few 
handfuls of com m on salt throw n daily into 
closets, and an occasional handful into 
w ash-basins, goes far tow ard counteracting 
the noxious effects of the om nipresent 
sewer gas. 
“ T he M onk," aw ell-know n landm ark of 
the Faroe Isles, five m iles south of Sumbo, 
has disappeared. 
It was nearly 100 feet 
high, and it bore on its top several large 
bow lders. 
P a rt of th¡3 curious rock had 
fallen last year, but it was not until re­ 
cently th at its entire disappearance was 
announced. 
E llis Lever, of Bowdon. Cheshire, E ng­ 
land, has offered a prize o f $500 for tlie in ­ 
vention or discovery of a new m ethod or 
com position for treating canvas or other 
m ateria! used ts brattice cloth and air- 
tubing in m ines, w hich shall, at a m oder­ 
ate cost, render such m aterial air-dam p and 
fireproof, and superior to th at at present in 
use. 
Professor S. A . Forbes ascribes the cause 
of the excessive m ortality w hich lately pre­ 
vailed am ong th e perch und other- fish of 
Lake M endota. W isconsin, to a m inute 
spherical m icrobe w hich destroys the cells 
of tlie liver and tlie kidneys. 
lie also says 
th a t tbere are various 3 p e c ie s of this germ, 
the different varieties of w hiah produce 
specific diseases. 
A rem nant o f the great foresta which 
once covered the south of Sweden was re­ 
cently dug out o f a bog at K inneved, con­ 
sisting o f a boat six feet in diam eter ho l­ 
lowed out of a log. 
The tree from w hich 
the boat was form ed m ust have been at 
least tw enty feet in circumference. T he 
wood, w hich was very hard, had assum ed 
a blue color. T he boat was so heavy that 
two bullocks could not draw it. 
From a recent statem ent it appears th at 
the cost o f restoring and com pleting the 
great cathedral of Cologne from 1823. when 
the work was resum ed after a neglect of 
nearly three-quarters of a century, down 
to A pril 1st of the present year was 21,000,­ 
000 m arks, exclusive of objects for the 
services or for decorative purposes and of 
a large num ber of private donations.

T he character of the season jn st passed 
prevented a fair test of the seeds sent out 
last year. 
As som e of the varieties dis­ 
tributed last year have show n such excel­ 
lent qualities on the U niversity experim ent 
grounds, and in tho hands of a num ber of 
our correspondents, we have decided to 
offer m any of them again this year, hoping 
th at a m ore liberal rainfall will give ali an 
opportunity to determ ine their value in the 
different regions. 
W e have also added to 
the list several new grow ths w hich prom ise 
well. 
As has been stated in previous a n ­ 
nouncem ents, this distribution is m ade for 
the purpose of ascertaining the adaptation 
and practical value of the several kinds, in 
the different clim ates and soils of the S ta te ; 
and persons receiving them are requested 
to report results, w hether success or failure, 
a n d if the latter, from w hat apparent causes. 
As there is no appropriation available to 
m eet the expenses of packing and postage, 
applicants for the seeds are requested to 
send the am ounts specified in connection 
w ith each description below. 
If they de­ 
sire seed.-, sent by express, applicants need 
not send m oney w ith th eir orders. 
A ppli­ 
cations m ay be m ade for one or m ore kinds 
of seeds In case any kind of seed becomes 
exhausted, the m oney sent will be returned 
unless a second choice is m entioned by the 
sender. 
A m ounts less than $1 m ay be sent 
in postage stum ps if convenient; 
larger 
sum s should be by postal note payable at 
th e Berkeley l ’ostoffiee. 
A distribution of 
plants and scions will be announced here­ 
after. 
BARLEY. 
T he follow ing barleys and w heats will be 
forwarded by m ail to applicants who send 
20 cents fur one-pound sacks and BG cents 
for tw o-pound sacks : 
Six-row ed B arley—A very different type 
from that com m only grown on this coast, 
and wc believe th at for som e localities and 
uses it is m uch to be preferred. T he ar­ 
rangem ent of the grains in the head is such 
as to show six distinct rows, instead of the 
crowded appearance, w hich 
m akes our 
com m on barley pass as four-rowed. T he 
straw is of only m oderate length, strong 
and very erect, m aking it less liable to lodge 
than m ost other varieties. 
T he heavy rains 
of Ju n e, 1884, w hich prostrated nearly all 
the other grains »n uttr grounds, did not 
effect this variety. It stood erect and strong. 
T he yield is. am ong the highest th at we 
have recorded ill our experim ents. 
O ur 
stock was raised from seed secured in the 
B renner collection, im ported trorh Europe, 
where the grain is also particularly valued 
for m ountain lands. 
W e com m end this 
grain for a general trial, and in particular 
for the northern valleys of the State. 
Rice, Sprat, or B attledore B arley—In 
som e respects there is a close resem blance 
betw een this variety and tbe last, as in its 
upright straw , heads of even bight and 
spreading beards. Straw very shurt, and 
like the six-rowed, did not lodge. 
It lias 
tw o rows of grain in. a very short head, so 
that the beards stand in the form o f a bat­ 
tledore. T he grain is said to sw e'l w hen 
cooked, as rice docs. T he yield is fair, and 
tlie hardy plant adapted to m ountain re­ 
gions—an interesting variety. 
Scotch Two-rowed Barley—In a series of 
years this has proved to be a very superior 
grain, both in yield and quality, as well as 
in not lodging as badly as Chevalier. 
We 
have good reports from seed sent out in 
form : i years. 
. 
Im perial Two-rowcd—Good, b ut no t as 
well proved as som e others. 


WHEAT. 
W hittington w heat—A favorite in E ng­ 
land, and prom ising well here, w hen sown 
early ; thou ;h, on our soil, becom ing m ore 
starchy than the original seed im ported by 
the U niversity. 
Seed, long, and resem b­ 
ling Lie w hite A ustralian : should be tried 
on various soils. 
T he W hittington, grown 
on tlie U niversity grounds, lias been pro­ 
nounced a good flouring w heat by a com ­ 
petent m iller. It is the best yielding w heat 
we have grown. 
Black-bearded C entennial — From seed 
received som e years ago by the United 
States 
D epartm ent 
o f Agriculture. 
A 
variety th at has been w idely dissem inated 
and m uch praised. Its very tall and strong 
straw, largo heads and long beard, w hich is 
black during grow th, m ake a very sliuwy 
crop. 
T he beards arc shed w hen th e grain 
m atures. It has been especially com m ended 
by California m illers. 
Tlie yield is good. 
California Spring W h eat—Received from 
G erm any under th is nam e, blit not yet 
identified w ith any variety generally know n 
here. 
It seems adapted to our clim ate. 
H ead of m edium length, com pact, beard­ 
less. w ith w hite chaff. 
T he grain looks 
well, is round, rath er sm all, soft, starchy 
and fairly even in size. 
W hite Silesian 
Spelt-W heat—In 
the 
chaff. 
T his type of w heat is prized in 
E urope for pastry, although the chaff m ust 
be removed by a process sim ilar to that 
em ployed w ith rice, and therefore is less 
desirable than w heat for a bread grain. 
W ith us it has never m ade really plum p 
grain, perhaps because of late planting, as 
it apparently needs a longer grow ing sea­ 
son, as regards m oisture, or a m ountain 
clim ate—its preferred location in Europe. 
O ur ow n experience, and th at o f other?, 
indicates th at its hardiness 
and 
leafy 
grow th w ould m ake it valuable as a hay 
crop in th e m ountain regions of the State. 
It is sown in th e chati. 
Spelts succeed on 
poorer and rougher land, and are hardier 
than w heat. T he grain cannot be plucked 
by birds. 
W e have but a m oderate sup­ 
ply, and can send in one-pound sacks, 20 
cents each. 
RYE. 
St. Jo h n 's Day Rye—H eavy, drooping 
heads; broad near ¡be stem and tapering 
tow ard the tip*. 
A bundant fine beards. 
Acknowledged to be one of tlie best of 
know n ryes. 
From seed im ported from 
E rfurt, G erm any. 
F or one-pound sacks, 
send 20 cents. 
Swedish Sand Rye—A nother good va­ 
riety, im ported from the sam e place and 
recom m ended for sandy soils. 
W e would 
like to have this variety tried on light soils 
for dairy feed as well as grain. 
F o r one- 
pound sacks, send 20 cents. 


FORAGE PLANTS. 
Seeds of the three follow ing grasses will 
be sent in four-ounce packages; send five 
cents in stam ps for e a c h : 
Schrader’s Brom e Grass; Bromus Schradcrii 
or unioloides)—V alued in A ustralia as re­ 
sisting drought, and in Texas as giving 
good feed in w inter and early spring. 
W e 
have received reports from those in this 
State to w hom we sent seeds two years ago, 
declaring the grass a success. 
It is am ong 
the first grasses to start, grows vigorously, 
and m atures an abundance of heavy seeds 
alm ost like oats. 
Its seed stem s being two 
or three feet high, and leafy, it can be used 
for either bay or pasture. 
H ungarian Brome Grass(Bromus inermis)— 
From seed im ported by th e U niversity from 
Europe, com m ended by th e French, as 
adapted to dry soils. 
O ur experience in d i­ 
cates th at it will do well here, either w ith­ 
out or w ith m odern irrigation. 
Milium Multidorum— A perennial m illet 
grass, grow ing about two feet high, w.tli 
seed stem s two leet higher. 
It is a plant of 
slow developm ent, but strong. 
Owing to 
the fineness of the seed, it should be planted 
very carefully and covered lightly, 
it 
should not be pastured the first year, as it 
is easily pulled up by the roots. 
A fter 
being well established, if grazed down, 
there is an abundant grow th of tilia leaves, 
w hich resist w inter frosts to a rem arkable 
degree. 
W e have had favorable reports 
from the plants from different parts ot tho 
State, although some experim enters have 
com plained of its failure. 
T his is perhaps 
ow ing to th e fact th at it is hard to start, 
and because tbe season was unfavorable. 
Black Medic or yellow trefoil [Medicago 
btpaUna —A clover-like plant of very dense 
grow th—very m uch like burr clover. 
It 
has grown on our experim ental grounds 
w ithout water ; reseeds itself freely ; adapt­ 
ed to m oist, rich, clayey soils, w here it will 
m ake a fine pasture. 
It can be sown like 
alfalfa. 
F or two-ounce package send tw o 
cents. 
Snail Clover 'Medioago turbinales) from 
southw estern Spuin—A n annual, closely- 


related to b u rr clover, b u t tbe spirally- 
twisted pod is free from spines, and will 
not cling to the fleece of sheep. 
It starts 
w ith the first heavy rains and m akes a 
dense, low m at of foliage. 
A t m aturity the 
ground becomes thickly covered w ith n u ­ 
tritious globular pods. 
F or 
two-ounce 
package send two cents. 
Tagaaaste (Cytisus proUftrus 
aliens)—A 
species of broom ; a bush-like plant, rccom 
m ended by the A m erican Consul at the 
Azores Islands as a valuable forage plant 
for dry hill lands. 
W e have very little 
seed, and it will be sent to those who desire 
to m ake a careful test of the plant. 
To 
facilitate germ ination hot w ater should be 
poured upon the seed and allow ed to stand 
for twelve hours before planting. 
Evergreen M illet.—T his is tlie popular 
nam e for Sorghum halapense. 
It is an u n ­ 
fortunate nam e because th e p lant is not 
evergreen, nor is it a m illet. 
WTe have re­ 
ceived conflicting reports concerning the 
value of this plant. 
It m ust be understood 
th a t it will not flourish on a poor, shallow 
soil, nor excessively heavy or stony soils, 
nor will it generally do m uch the first year. 
It is alw ays late in starting in the spring, 
and is cut dow n by the first severe frost. 
In favorable situations it m akes a very- 
heavy grow th during the sum m er, 
it 
should nut be planted w here it is not de­ 
sired to rem ain, as it is hard to eradicate, 
and will spread to adjoining orchards or 
vineyards, especially in light m oist soils. 
Pound packages o f root stocks, 20 cents 
each. 
For planting, out the roots, two eyes 
to a piece, plow a light furrow and cover in. 


BLACK WATTLE. 
Acacia decvrrcns, the black waffle, or tan 
bark acacia of A ustralia—'T£e bark o f this 
tree, as grown on tbe. U niversity grounds, 
contains, as heretofore stated (B ulletin No. 
4), over 40 per cent, of tannin w hen in the 
air-dried condition, w hile that of tbe oaks 
usually am ounts to only 10 or 12. T he tree 
is a rapid grower, and is usually stripped in 
its eighth to tenth year,w hen thirty to forty- 
feet high. 
Dues well on heavy as well as 
on light soils, provided they are d e e p ; is 
doubtless hardy from Sacram ento south­ 
ward, possibly farther north on light soils. 
The seed is very hard, and shuuld be soaked 
well in warm water until softened, before 
sowing, otherw ise it m ay be in th e ground 
a year before com ing up. As the wattles do 
not bear transplanting, the seed should be 
sown in pots or boxes and rem oved to open 
ground, w ith a ball of eartli attached,w hen 
quite sm all—say six to eight inches in 
bight. T he trees m ay be successfully start­ 
ed in open ground by planting the seed in 
bills about ten feet apart, covering it not 
m ore than half an inch deep w ith well p ul­ 
verized soil. 
W hen the plants grow.all but 
two or three of the mc-st vigorous ones in 
each h ill can be rem oved. 
F ur fu rth er in ­ 
form ation see report of College of A gricult­ 
ure for 1882. subject " Tunning Planta.” 
The seed w ill be sent in two-ounce pack­ 
ages for four eouts. 
A few parties in su it­ 
able localities m ay be supplied w ith larger 
quantities for tests on a larger scale. 


INSECT ROWnr.B PLANTS. 
Pirrcthrum cinerarifcfolinm and P. roseum, 
tb e D alm atian an d Persian insect pow der 
plants—T he funner is tlie one m ost to be 
recom m ended as an insecticide, w hile the 
latter is quite ornam ental, having flowers 
resem bling single chrysanthem um s, of four 
or five different colors. 
T he seed should 
be sow n in boxes in light, porous soil, and 
k ept shaded, bu t in a w arm place and 
m oist. 
U nder favorable circum stances tlie 
seed will germ inate in tw o or three weeks, 
and th e plants, when of sufficient size to 
be handled, should be set out like cabbage 
p lants. 
W e can furnish the seed in one- 
ounce packages, two cents.

We have read these two volumes com­ 
pletely without making the usual notice of 
their issuance in order of appearance. 
Various causes have conspired to this re­ 
sult. 
But as the two run in the same 
historical channel they may well he consid­ 
ered jointly. The sama general excellence 
that has marked the labor of Mr. Bancroft 
in previous volumes as an adept in histor­ 
ical research, characterizes these. They are 
exhaustive historical brief books. 
For co­ 
piousness of reference and elaborateness 
of authoritative annotation, they are mar­ 
velous examples of patient labor and un­ 
tiring devotion to a purpose. 
As to the 
methods of expression, the style, we ad­ 
here to our last remarks upon this subject, 
that the author improves in conciseness ot 
expression* and compactness of thought. 
It cannot now be suid with justica that 
there is about his text the tlorid tone 
which, in the earlier history of the series, 
some critical reviewers esteemed a defect. 
The record of the History of Caiifornia has 
now passed,atnder Mr. Bancroft's hands, 
into the period when it confronts the living 
witness, and challenges possible issues 
with other active workers in our local 
historical fields and the mass of records 
available in every considerable 
library 
upon the coast. 
We 
can 
not 
dis­ 
cover 
tbut 
Bancrofts' 
volumes 
have 
awakened 
adverse criticism from the 
standpoints of fact. 
Indeed, when the 
reader opens these volumes, he finds the 
testimony so fully evolved, and the evi­ 
dence on every doubtful or disputed point 
so marshaled, that the text is massed be­ 
lli ml a phalanx of data that cannot be 
shaken, hovrevertmueh it may he assailed, 
though it has not even been questioned to 
this date. 
It appears to us, that as Mr. 
Bancroft has approached the period of the 
present era, when he must assume the 
sternest of judicial attitudes, and anticipate 
the joining of issue wi'h others who have 
written of early California history, his 
caution has augmented, and that he has 
been more than solicitous to reach conclu­ 
sions that shall remain invulnerable, and 
be hedged about by an exceeding great 
array of indisputable proofs. The second 
volume takes up the thread of history with 
the opening of the present century, ami 
completes the history of California as a 
province of Spain, and enters upon the ex­ 
amination of the country as a part of the 
Mexican Empire, and down to the begin­ 
ning of republican rule in 1824, the closing 
chapter treating of institutionary and stat­ 
istical matters. The population of Califor­ 
nia in 1820 was but 3,270. and down to 1830 
had reached but 4,250. Of these and sim­ 
ilar interesting statistics the final chapter 
consists, including a view of the condition 
of mining and agriculture, the hide and 
tallow trade, church matters, the pueblos 
and ranches, and the character of the local 
government, which, under Mexican dom­ 
ination, differed but little from that of 
Spanish rule. The volume is supplemented 
by a chapter that will prove of especial in­ 
terest to the early settlers of California and 
to their descendants. 
It consists of a part 
of a register and index—a linmi-graphic 
chart, indeed—of the pioneers from 15k! to 
1848. 
The compass is from A to and 
through E. In the third volume it is ex­ 
tended through H. 
It will run through 
the volumes 
to 
come 
to 
the 
end 
ol 
the 
alphabet. 
This 
biographical 
matter, prefaced by a full list of pioneers 
who came here before the close of the year 
1830, comprises a personal and historical 
record that will prove of profound interest, 
and augment in value as the years roll on. 
The third volume opens witii the events 
of the year 1825, and brings the record 
down to and into 1840, at which time the 
settlement of Yerba Buena, the embryo of 
tiie present metropolis of the <oast, con­ 
sisted of hut few more than half a dozen 
structures, and was not yet ten years of age. 
The annals of the San Francisco district 
form one of the most important subdivis­ 
ions of the volume. The most stirring 
chante-, however, is that relating to the 
rule of Alvarado and the political compli­ 
cations of the years 1.830 and 1840, in which 
General M. G. Vallejo, still living, played 
such a prominent part. 
With the preced­ 
ing chapters, treating in detail the local 
military and civil conflicts, the revolts, de­ 
fections uf leaders, defense of missions, 
sectional strife, collisions of arms, etc., the 
period covered by the fourteenth, fifteenth, 
sixteenth, and up to and including the j 
nineteenth chapter, there is made up a 
romantic record that parallels in its ap­ 
parent importance and its deep interest 
the 
revolts, struggles 
and 
conquests 
of great nations ¡11 contemporaneous and 
in earlier periods. The historical record is 
as grave, full and complete regarding the 
factional strifes of a handful of hot-blooded 
Spaniards and more stubborn Mexicans, as 
if it concerned the affairs of nations of 
millions of people, the battles of armies 
numbered by the hundreds of thousand of 
men, instead of the campaigns of Generals 
and Governors and revolutionists, backed 
by a soldiery scarcely ample enough to 
form a militia battalion of this day. Ex­ 
cept for the grave importance of these 
early conflicts in the molding of a country 
as vast in area as the then United States of 
America, they would appear farcical to the 
reader of the record. Bui the volumes clearly 
set forth the direct influence of these lilli­ 
putian revolutions and conflicts upon the 
future of California, which is to us the 
present. 
That so romantic a field as is

opened 
should 
have 
been 
so 
long 
neglected 
by 
the 
romancist 
and 
dramatic 
author 
excites 
some 
surprise. 
The excuse, however, of the 
questionableness of the facts, wiil no long­ 
er 
avail, 
for Mr. Bancroft 
has com­ 
pletely exhausted all documentary and 
parole evidences, and in these two volumes 
has given all worthy of examination, and 
out of the mass of authorities and an inter­ 
minable confusion of 
testimonies 
has 
drawn clear—cut and concise verdicts of fact 
and judgments upon the issues that con­ 
vulsed early California 
under Mexican 
rule. Out of this text the future novelist 
and the dramatic author, will extract plots 
fur romances aud dramas fateful and 
thrilling. 


FARM FINANCE. 


H ow A cco u n ts SliouUl be K e p t—E le m e n ts 
o f C a lc u la tio n to C o n sid er. 
In all, or nearly all reports of farm 
transactions relating to money, there seem 
to lie certain faults which spring front a 
lack of knowledge of the principles of 
finance; capital owned is confounded with 
capital borrowed, interest with profit, and 
wages with profit. 
These mistakes lead to 
confusion. The greatest pains may be 
taken to arrive at just conclusions, but if 
care is not taken to give each account its 
proper position or value, the result, on 
paper, will often be at variance with the 
reality. I have seen printed reports of 
farm crop accounts from which, after the 
closest study, I could not arrive at conclu­ 
sions. Tiie accounts were jumbled, and 
the results misleading. The foundation of 
every man's business is capital. The result 
of the proper use of capital is profit. The 
cost of the means ot arriving at this 
profit is wages. 
If capital is borrowed, 
or land rented, the cost of the use of 
either is called interest’ or rent. The two 
are exactly similar. 
Interest is a rent paid 
for the use of money. Of the two, rent is 
generally less than interest, because land 
is safer in another person's hands than 
money. It is generally from the improper 
use of interest that confusion arises in ac- 


J connts. 
Interest should never enter into 
an account at all. It should be used only 
on the outside, as it were, or, more plainly, 
after the account is completed. We must 
remember that to make an account exact, 
only actual value and co3t must enter into 
it. 
Interest bears no relation whatever to 
the account, but oDly to the capital in­ 
vested—that is, interest is neither a part of 
the value nor a part of the cost, but only a 
part of the profit, and as such should be 
considered. 
What has been said of interest 
will also apply to rent. 
Briefly, farm bookkeeping may be divided 
into two classes—business accounts and 
crop accounts. 
By the first, we ascertain 
the gain or loss on our capital invested. In 
this will appear all real and personal ac­ 
counts; all actual business transactions, 
and thus all moneys paid for rent,interest, 
taxes, labor, stock, etc. Be sure never to 
allow anything but actual business trans 
actions to enter into this account. 
If no 
land is rented, there will be no rent ac­ 
count; if no money is borrowed or lent, 
no interest, and so on. 
Make no charge 
for your own labor, or for any member of 
your family—your living, family keep and 
profits are your pay. 
It is altogether un­ 
necessary to keep account of hay, grain, 
straw, etc., grown and fed upon the'farm. 
The returns for these will be found in the 
increase in value of the stock and manure. 
(Of course all feed and manures purchased 
will come into the accounts.) 
Neither is it 
necessary to make charges for any thing 
grown 011 the farm and itaedjn the family’ 
for reasons as obvious. 
Open these account» by taking stock of 
everything you possess "at a fair market 
value. Add any notes or accounts owing 
to you, and cash on hand; subtract all 
notes or accounts owing by you. The re­ 
sult will represent your capital. Open oc- 
counts for grain, implements and stock, 
charging only actual transactions in each ; 
keep- separate accounts for labor, interest, 
expenses, etc. 
At the end of the year take 
stock again, balance your books, and the 
difference between your stock at the end 
aud at the beginning of the year will rep­ 
resent your loss or gain. 
In practice it is 
unnecessary to take stock of household 
furniture, clothing, or even goods or pro­ 
duce on hand that are to he used in the 
family, as these arc not a part of your busi­ 
ness investment, and are practically the 
same at any time. All small articles about 
the house used in connection with milk, 
etc., must be taken into account as well as 
everything used in connection with the 
farm, such as feed and implements. 
In the crop accounts the capital invested 
on the crop (value of land, seed and ma­ 
nure); wages (cost of working land, putting 
in, taking off and marketing crops), and 
taxes, represents the debt side, or actual 
value ot investment plus the cost. The 
credit side or actual value of returns is rep­ 
resented by the value of land, manure left 
in land, and market value of crop. The 
difference between the<lebit and credit rep­ 
resents the loss or gain. Neither rent nor 
interest has anything to do with this ac­ 
count. The reason for this will be plain, if 
we consider why these accounts are entered 
into. We keep an account with a crop 
that we may ascertain whether that par­ 
ticular crop pays or not. The transaction 
is exactly similar to one in trade.—[Ex­ 
change. 


HOUSEHOLD 
NOTES. 


Tun Cut* t h a t C h e e k s .—Three teaspoon­ 
fuls of tea made hot first in the dry teapot 
before adding the hot water, will give you 
a stronger ami better “ drawing” than lour 
which are thrown into a cold teapot and 
immediately deluged with boiling water. 
There is a fine art in making tea, and it is 
very easily learned. 
To Polish I’latk C.i.ass.—To polish plate 
glass and remove slight scratches, rub the 
surface gently first with a clean pad of fine 
cotton wool and afterward with a similar 
pad covered over with cotton velvet, which 
has been charged with fine rouge. The 
surface will, under this treatment, acquire 
a polish of great brilliancy, quite free from 
any scratches. 
A k p l x a n d B u t t e r rrm u .N o .— Put h a lf a 
pound of flour into a basin, sprinkle in a 
little salt, stir in gradually a pint of milk; 
when quite smooth add three eggs; butter 
a pie-dish, pour in the batter, take three- 
quarters of a pound of apples, peeled and 
cut in slices, and put in the butter : place 
little bits of butter over the top, bake three- 
quarters of an hour,and when donesprinkle 
sugar over the top and serve hot. 


F r u it P v d iu n o .— Fill a pudding dish 
with slices of bread,"buttered ; spread each 
slice with raisins or any kind ot canned 
fruit; beat two eggs witii four teaspoonfuls 
of sugar; add milk enough to fill the pud­ 
ding dish; set into the oven and bake. 
When done remove from oven, and spread 
jelly over the top. 
Have ready the whites 
of two eggs beaten to a froth ; add three or 
four tablespoon fttls of sugar; spread over 
the top of the jelly ; set into the oven and 
let them come to a light brown. 


S t e w e d 
R a r b it — (English style).—Cut 
the rabbit in nice-sized pieces, wash well 
and dry. Then fry them a nice brown, 
Take two iargc onions, slice very thin, fry 
also, and dredge with flour. Put ail in a 
saucepan, with pepper, salt and some good 
stock—or water, with herbs, mixed, carrot 
and turnip—but if possible the stock, as 
only the onions are served with it. 
Let it 
stew gently two hours; rub down a piece of 
butter with a little catchup or a hot sauce. 
Just ten minutes before serving stir all to­ 
gether. 
Sti f f e d Stevk.—Take a good slice of 
steak, about one pound, cut in one piece 
and pretty thick ; then prepare a breakfast- 
cupful of grated bread or hard scraps of 
bread, and pour over them as much hot 
milk or wafer as will just soak them ; if 
too moist squeeze out as much as possible. 
Beat it un with a fork to break any lumps, 
then add one largo tablespoonful of suet 
chopped finely, one tablespoonful of pars­ 
ley chopped up, one small onion chopped, 
half a teaspoonful ot salt, a little pepper, 
and mix all well together; nse a little flour 
to mix it into a large ball. Roll it up in the 
steak and tie it intoa nice round shape with 
string. 
Dust all over the outside with 
flour. I’ut into a small stewpan one table­ 
spoonful of dripping, aud let it get quite 
melted; put in the steak, and fry it all 
around carefully till the outside is unite 
brown, then put in a very little water, per­ 
haps half a teacupful, and cover down the 
lid ; let it stew very slowly, turning it over 
often; add from time to time a little wa­ 
ter. 
Let it eotik one hour, and then take 
off the string and serve with the gravy 
over it.

But this exodus 
lias its good as well as its evil side; for, al­ 
though the vast majority of the exiles 
never revisit their native land, a certain 
proportion return in greatlv improved cir­ 
cumstances. and few in their prosperity 
forget the less fortunate whom they have 
left behind. 
In I ranee, for instance, there 
are at present some 200.000 Italian work 
men, all employed : and it has been ascer­ 
tained that they send to their kinsfolk at 
home half their earnings, said to be fully 
four francs a day.

MORE OF GOVERNOR ST0NEMAN S PLAN 
T he Call say s: 
Governor Stonem an 
ha? outlined a plan 
which, in his opinion, will prevent the landing 
of Chinese w ho have not tne proper cert ificate. 
This plan includes the appointm ent of an Im m i­ 
gration Commission with police power and au­ 
thority of final action in the m atter of rejection 
of Chinese passengers not possessing the re­ 
quired certificate. Ships bearing Chinese pas­ 
sengers should be boarded in the stream and 
held in durance until the Chinese passengers 
had been sifted. The plan would be an im ­ 
provement upon our present methods, but there 
may be a better one still. T hat better one m ay 
be to declare that after a certain date no Chinese 
not belonging to the exem pted classes shall 
be allowed to land at all. 
A dm itting all that, we believe a State 
Commission whose judgm ent should he 
conclusive, as in th e case in New York, 
would he necessary. 
T he point was well m ade by Ju d g e 
H ager, though we regret to see th at he has 
m anifested some tim idity in m aintaining 
his views, th at th e C hinese im m igrant not 
yet landed has gained no rig h t to the bene­ 
fits of th e w rit of halieas corpus. 
T his 
view was elaborated by an em inent ju rist 
w riting to th e R kcord-U n io n, who made 
it clear th a t th e w rit can not he rightly 
invoked to bring one in, where a law of the 
country is acting to keep him out, for 
there is no unlaw ful restraint of libertv, 
nor any restraint at all, for th a t m atter. 
But we invite th e attention "of th e Call 
to th e fact th a t absolute prohibition would 
still need to be fortified by a specific offi­ 
cial body w ith power to enforce it. 
If its 
enforcem ent is left to the usual m achinery 
of Courts, th e latter w ill soon be clogged. 
It is not at all adapted to treating th e dis­ 
ease in view. 
W h at is wanted is to re ­ 
move th e whole questionfrom th e C ourts; 
to m ake it precisely w hat Colonel Bee 
threatens it shall he, a Federal issue. 
It has been objected to G overnor Stone- 
m an s plan th at it will not do, because 
w rits of habeas corpus will defeat it. T nis 
is a short-sighted view. 
U nder a State 
Commission, established by F ederal au­ 
th o rity and 
license, im m igrant vessels 
would not be even approachable by a great 
seal of Court upon a w rit of habeas corpus. 
T h a t w rit can only issue upon a p rim a 
facie show ing under oath, specifically set­ 
ting forth who is im prisoned, why and by 
whom, and th a t it is unlaw ful restraint of 
liberty. 
How would it he possible for 
w rits to issue for th e unknow n ? 
W ith a 
shipload of Chinese in m id-channel, or, 
better still, on distant quarantine grounds, 
under sole charge of a trib u n al constituted 
to judge finally of th e eligibility and fit­ 
ness to land, by w hat m eans could th e ras­ 
cally Chinese brokers and sm ugglers plv 
th eir business ? 


The difficulty w ith the restriction of 
Chinese im m igration is not w ith th e law 
so m uch as it is w ith th e m eans employed 
for its enforcement. 
T hey are too diverse, 
elaborate, h air-sp littin g and to leran t. They 
are th e m ethods erected for attainm ent of 
ju d icial ends am ong civilized people; th eir 
attem pted application to a race th at does 
not recognize th e ir dignity, or respect the 
obligations they impose upon conscience, is 
incongruous and w ell-nigh farcical. 
T he Federal Act referred to in all this 
debate was passed at the first session of the 
Forty-seventh Congress, and w ill he found 
in full in th e U nited States S tatutes at 
I arge for 1881-2-3. 
It provides th a t the 
Secretary of the T reasury m ay contract 
w ith any State Im m igration Commission 
for th e enforcem ent of th e im m igration 
laws and the collection of th e passenger 
tax. 
It declares th at there shall be ex ­ 
cluded lunatics, convicts, idiots, etc., and 
those likely to become a charge upon the 
State. 
Now, let us suppose th a t th is A ct were 
amended so as to include am ong th e pro- 
scrilied classes those ineligible to become 
citizens, and those prohibited according to 
th e term s of th e R estriction Act. 
In C ali­ 
fornia native C hinam en are ineligible to 
exercise tlie privileges of electors. 
T he 
State m ay set up an Im m igration Commis­ 
sion, capable of acting by consent of the 
Secretary of th e T reasury under the Act 
we have referred to, as is done at th e port 
of New Y ork. 
It becomes at once appa­ 
ren t, th at in th e hands of such a Commis­ 
sion the R estriction A ct could he m ade ef­ 
fective. 
T he im m igrant ships stopped 
short of th e dock would be guarded by the 
Commissioners’ boats u n til an exam ination 
satisfied th e officers th a t th ere were none 
on board of those not entitled, under the 
laws, to land, w hen th e ship would he per­ 
m itted to dock. 
Should those of th e ex ­ 
cluded class be found, th e Commission 
would take charge of them and provide for 
th eir return, and not only refuse them a 
foothold upon these shores, hut cut oil all 
com m unication w ith them w hile here, 
hi 
short, the Commission would execute the 
law in its sp irit and intent. 
N or would 
there he any grave likelihood of injustice 
being done. 
Such a Comriiission would !>e erected by 
the Legislature of th e State, and its duties 
and powers clearly defined. 
These should 
be in tiie spirit of th e A rticle X IX . of the 
S tate C onstitution, w hich declares ; 
Tiie Legislature shall prescribe all necessary 
regulations for the protection of the State, and 
the counties, cities and towns thereof, trom the 
burdens and evils arising from the presence of 
aliens who are or who m ay become vagrants, 
paupers, m endicants, crim inals or invalids af- 
tlictcd with contagious or infectious diseases, 
and from aliens otherwise dangerous or detri­ 
m ental to the wed-being or peace of the Slat'1. 
* » * The presence of foreigners ineligible 
to become citizens of the United States is de­ 
clared to be dangerous to the well-being of the 
stale, and the Legislature shall discourage their 
im m igration by all the m eans w ithin its power. 
W e subm it th at there is such m erit in 
th e plan of th e G overnor th a t it should 
comm and th e attention of th e Congres­ 
sional delegation w hich proposes to amend 
the R estriction Act so as to fix th e m axi­ 
mum of Chinese passengers any one ship 
m ay bring at one tim e. 
T here is no ob­ 
jection to th at provision. 
B ut if it is pro­ 
vided in an am endm ent to th e A ct we have 


in part quoted, that those ineligible to ex­ 
ercise th e right of electors shall not land, 
and the duty of policing incom ing ships is 
given to a Commission acting under th at 
Act, it would seem th at there would be an 
end to th e Chinese question. 
W e cannot 
conceive th a t E astern Congressmen could 
raise any forcible objection to including 
among th e proscribed classes those who are 
ineligible to become electors of the State. 
W here buch eligibility is conferred we can 
trust to th e revolution in public sentim ent 
th a t is steadily advancing, applying the 
rem edy of modification.

LOTTERY ADVERTISING. 


T h e law s of C alifornia prohibit aid be­ 
ing given to any lottery by any sort of ad­ 
vertisem ent w hatever. 
A m iserable and 
w eakly attem p t is m ade by some papers in 
San Francisco and elsew here to w hip the 
devil around th e stum p by advertising 
lotteries by announcing th e ir drawings. 
T hey claim th a t such announcem ents are 
w ithout th e lin e of th e statuory prohibi­ 
tion, because th ey treat of past events. 
Y’et no one b u t an idiot w ill attem pt to 
deny th at the publication of an account of 
th e draw ing of a lottery, and the “ lu c k ” 
of Jo h n , and Tom, and Boh, and how they 
felt over th eir 
winnings, and how the 
money was handed over to them , and how 
they were congratulated by th eir friends, 
is publication m ade for the express, only 
and clear 
purpose 
of advertising the 
schemes o f th e lottery, and inducing other 
poor fools to en ter into th e net and be 
sw indled. 
P lainly, th ere is nothing but 
contem pt to be entertained for such as put 
up th e transparent disguise o f past fact to 
shield them from penalties affixed for pres­ 
ent law -breaking. 
Y et this is precisely 
w hat several San Francisco papers have 
been 
doing. 
If they 
have 
not 
ad­ 
vanced th e excuse, it is known th a t th eir 
act is based on it. 
T he Chronicle, the Alta, 
and we think th e Examiner also, and we are 
not so sure th a t we may not include the 
Post, are violators of th e law, or have been 
recently, in th is direction. 
If we m istake, 
we stand ready to correct the error. 
Now 
men have a great deal more respect for the 
jo u rn al th a t takes the bit in its teeth, and 
publishes the advance announcem ents of 
the lotteries, and takes the chances. 
For 
such a paper they have some adm iration. 
It does not sneak behind a subterfuge, say­ 
ing, “ W e p rin t this because it is outside 
the prohibition of th e law—a lottery is a 
dam nable th in g ; a cursed and to be cursed 
sw indle; all should beware of it; hut we 
prin t the flam ing story o f how 
Bobby 
Jones did draw $15,000 last m onth, and 
how K eziah M ulligan, in soap suds and at 
a wash tub, was surprised by the news th at 
she was a t last a rich woman, thanks to 
her foresight in buying a ticket in the 
lottery.” 
N o! 
Such bold journals as we 
refer to say in effect, “ A lottery is a good 
thing. 
It offers us a chance to m ake a pile 
on a sm all capital. 
H e who risks nothing 
shall win nothing. 
Come on, fellow men ; 
read our advertising columns, and 
sec 
w hat 
th e lottery oilers in 
th e way of 
cheap chances. T h e law tells us not to adver­ 
tise th e lottery, hut we take the chances. 
W e are paid well for our work, and we can 
stand th e possible punishm ent.” 
Such a 
paper is th e G rass V alley Union, w hich 
does not w hine and pettifog, hut openlv 
prints, for a round price, the advance ad­ 
vertisem ent of the scheme of th e lottery 
th at sends it coin to com pensate it for the 
risk it takes. 
If th e publisher of the 
Union is arrested, as he ought to lie, along 
w ith th e publishers of th e Alta and Chron­ 
icle, and fined roundly, as th ey should he, 
th e lottery agency will pay th eir fines, as 
they have done in sim ilar cases. 
W hat 
w ill he gained, however, will he some ad­ 
dition to th e C ounty Treasuries and the 
vindication of th e law . 
But In advance 
we bespeak for th e publisher of the Union 
the clem ency of the Court, since he has 
had the bravery to do openly w hat the 
others have gone about R obin H ood’s barn 
to accom plish. 
H e should he favored, if it 
is possible. 


NOBLE GIFTS. 


C harles C rocker has given th e handsome 
sum of $31,01% to the building fund of the 
Boy’s and G irl's Aid Society, and Senator 
F air has furnished th e building site. These 
are gifts th a t do h igh honor to th e donors. 
T hey are in tiie rigiit direction. 
T he so­ 
ciety aided is doing a work th at th e State 
ought todo, and w hich it can still engage 
in w ith great profit to society. 
In fact, the 
association is one to prevent th e m aking of 
crim inals. 
It does not set up a home 
w hich has the stigm a of a quasi-penal in ­ 
stitu tio n attach in g to it, but its “ refuge” 
is a receiving depot for unfortunate c h il­ 
dren whom circum stances 
are m aking 
vicious, and w ho would else develop into 
full blown crim inals, to become th e terror 
and th e charge of society as convicts. 
From this place of reception the children 
are sent out to homes secured for them . 
T hesociety keeps w atch and w ard over the 
child, even after this, and does all th at 
encouragem ent, kindness, firmness and re ­ 
ward can do, to direct the steps in the 
rig h t p a th and to develop th e better part. 
I t very infrequently fails, because it does 
not start out w ith the idea th a t th e only 
th in g to do w ith an offender is to so brand 
him th at society will ever after shun him . 
Its idea is to m ake good m en and women 
'o u t of m aterial as yet bu t slightly corrupted, 
and th at is so fresh and plastic, th at it can 
he m olded by right conservation of its 
natural im pulses w here m anly and true, 
and th e ir subjugation w here vicious and 
bad. 
W ealthy m en like M r. F a ir and Mr. 
Crocker do th e ir fellow m en inestim able 
service when th ey aid sincere efforts to 
prevent the m aking of crim inals. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE BOARD. 


W e are assured th a t C-olonel Trenholm , 
the new Civil Service Commissioner, is a 
sincere friend of the system, and will la lo r 
for th e full developm ent of it. 
It was not 
thinkable th at P resident Cleveland would 
appoint even a lukew arm m an to th e posi­ 
tion» T renholm is a South C arolinian, a 
m an of high ab ility and very broad ex- 
Iterienee in public life. 
He is esteemed an 
honest 
and 
Incorruptible 
m an. 
T he 
Charleston Fetes is quoted as saying of 
h im : “ Colonel T renholm believes firmly 
in th e principles w hich were sought to be 
applied to the publje service in the law 
and regulations now in force. 
B ut he is 
no dream er, and w ill take, we are confi­ 
dent, a thoroughly business-like view of 
th e m atter, seeking always substantial re­ 
sults of public value ra th e r th an th e g rati­ 
fication of an idea.” 
Noliody of any sen-* 


wants anything else but an administration 
of the law for substantial, good results to 
th e public service. 
T he Commission is not 
given power for experim ental purposes, or 
the fostering of u ntried ideas of policy. 
F or civil service reform has passed out of 
the experim ental stage. 
It is a settled 
principle of political economy, and only in 
th e application of it in all fullness is it as 
yet w anting in this country. 
T he friends 
of the reform, and of good governm ent, we 
believe, have reason to feel th at th e Com­ 
mission as re-formed, will be as faithful 
and as honest to the reform, as was th e old 
board. 


A So u t h e r n journal proposes th a t the 
people of th e . South take up th e G rant 
m onum ent business, and rebuke th e people 
of th e N orth by boom ing it. 
W ell, why 
is it th at the people of the South have not 
taken it up 
on 
principal 
long ago? 
Is 
it 
necessary 
th at 
they 
should 
be 
moved 
by 
a 
sp irit 
of 
censure 
th a t 
indicates 
a 
desire 
to 
punish 
th e N o rth ? 
If they are to subscribe to 
G ran t’s m onum ent fund only to rebuke 
th e N orth, th ey confess to a mean and 
ignobly spirit. 
Now, th e people of the 
South are not mean and ignoble. 
W e 
assume, 
therefore, 
th a t th e Louisville 
paper does not correctly represent them 
when it calls on “ Jo h n n y Rebs ” to put 
the N orth to sham e. 
R eally, is th e South 
a part of our common country or n ot? 
To 
believe some of th e Southern editors, one 
would he driven to th e conclusion th a t the 
South is a separate, distinct and rival 
nation. 


T h e New Y'ork public has had a taste 
of Chinese m ethods. 
On election day a 
Chinese restaurateur, on 
a 
very public 
street, in broad daylight, in his place of 
business, was hacked to deatli and his head 
beaten in until there was nothing left of it 
resem bling a part of th e hum an form. 
It 
is known th a t Chinese did the deed. 
T he 
peculiar m ethod employed m akes it cer­ 
tain th a t to them is chargeable the hor­ 
rible crim e. 
T he E astern papers have not 
had m uch to say about th e m atter, further 
th an to give detailed and sickening ac­ 
counts of th e finding of th e m utilated 
body. 
Now, had th at m urder happened in 
California, and have been com m itted by a 
w hite hcodlum of foreign or of native birth, 
how the sentim ental papers of th e A tlantic 
would have harrow ed up the agonies about 
C alifornia persecution of th e Chinese. 


N o o n e dream s of th e conviction of the 
men charged w ith conspiracy at Seattle. 
T he public sentim ent is th at w hile these 
m en acted unlaw fully, th e ir act was in the 
direction of th e spirit of th e R estriction 
Act. 
T he Chinese unquestionably in large 
num ber are unlaw fully in th e country, 
having been smuggled over the B ritish 
border. 
W here there is swch a sentim ent 
as prevails in and aliout Seattle th e con­ 
viction of men charged as these are is im ­ 
possible. 
H ow ever hum iliating 
it m ay 
be to confess th a t at certain points th e laws 
of the land are as broken reeds, still the 
fact rem ains. 
T he people are the fountain 
head of all power in this land, and there 
is no means known by w hich they can he 
compelled to convict those who ai t in a 
sort of revolutionary sp irit of w hich the 
people approve. 


T h e Alta advises well when it tells the 
liquor men to hesitate long, and consider 
well, before they take a positive position 
against the high license system. 
It points 
out w ith clearness th at w hisky m ust live 
as an outlaw . 
It m ast be always a subject 
for special burdens. 
It alw ays w ill be con­ 
sidered a luxury. 
So th e advice of the 
Alta to th e liquor men, we say, is wise, 
when it tells them to beware of the tem p­ 
tation to refuse to occupy a conservative 
ground th at may give them a foothold. 
T he liquor dealer, it points out, ought to 
see th e value to him of a license so high 
th a t it will he felt as an investm ent. W here 
th e license is forfeitable if adulterated 
liquor is sold, it has a still hig h er value to 
th e liquor dealer, and equally as high a 
value to the people of th e com m unity. 


It is leaking o ut th a t th e A m erican 
public has been deceived as to th e real 
feeling of th e English people on th e m at­ 
ter of the prosecution and punishm ent of 
M r. Stead. 
T he cable lines are known to 
have given hut m eager reports of th e facts 
of the trial and th e state of public senti­ 
m ent. 
It has been believed here, despite 
the apparent apathy of the B ritish public 
on th e subject, th at the burden of public 
sentim ent is w ith Stead. 
T he E nglish 
heart is right on th e question, hut th e 
E nglish M agistrates, nobility and London 
police are evidently determ ined th at the 
effort of the man to break up an infam ous 
svstem shall not succeed. 


The colored men in Maryland who cast their 
ballots lor the Democratic candidates earned 
the approval of all men who adm ire true inde­ 
pendence and honesty.—[Baltimore Times. 
W e ll;

the D em ocratic party as the friend of 
the 
negro; 
in 
view 
of

efforts for his freedom from a thraldom of 
slavish serv ility ; in view of th e achiev- 
m ents of th a t party in securing to him 
th e u ninterrupted exercise of the elective 
franchise, it vas a ra th e r courageous act, 
and did call for a good deal of brazen 
bravery.

We present to our readers herewith a 
sketch of the prominent firm and business 
establishment of Baker A Hamilton, whose 
houses are located in Sacramento, Benicia 
and San Francisco. 
Neither the propri­ 
etors nor their establishments require any 
introduction to any section or hamlet upon 
the Pacific coast, while the firm name of 
Baker & Ham ilton stands prom inently 
among the leading hardware and im ple­ 
ment establishments in the United States. 
They are among the oldest business firms 
on the coast, having been in business in 
Sacramento upwards of thirty years. 
In 
the spring of 1854 L. L. Baker, o f Boston, 
Mass., and Robert M. Hamilton, o f Airdrie, 
Scotland, bought out the sm all stock of 
seeds, etc., owned by Colonel Warren at 
No. 9 J street, and commenced business in 
a very limited way upon the same premises 
still occupied by the firm.

P lio en ix H o lle r F lo u r M ill*. 
The Pbienix flouring m ills, Geo. Schroth 
it Co., corner o f Thirteenth and J streets, 
which were burned to the ground in June 
last, have been rebuilt, and are again in 
running order. The m ills are now oper­ 
ated on the roller or gradual reduction 
process, and have a capacity of 140 barrels 
per day. 
The m ills were put up by the 
Mordyke it Marmon Company of Indian­ 
apolis. 
This firm has the reputation of 
building the best m ills in the country, and 
took all the first premiums at the W orld’s 
Exposition in New Orleans. The m achin­ 
ery, shafting, spouting and elevators are of 
superior workmanship, and the m illwright 
work, which was done by parties sent out 
from Indianapolis, cannot lie excelled. By 
the old stone process the wheat was ground 
into flour at one operation, ail into one 
mass, and the impurities were taken out by 
a bolting process. 
A ll the bran and other 
objectionable matter could not be extracted 
in 
this 
manner, 
and 
again 
a 
large 
percentage 
o f 
flour 
found 
its way 
into 
the 
bran 
and 
m iddling 
pile. 
The roller or gradual reduction process 
rentzves all the impurities and saves all 
the floor. 
After the wheat has been 
cleaned upon separators, 
snuutcrs 
and 
brush machines it is spouted to the first 
pair o f rolls, which have very coarse corru­ 
gations, and are set so as to just split the 
wheat through 
the crease. 
This spilt 
wheat is sent to a scalping reel, covered 
with wire cloth, and the crease impurities 
are sifted out by the scouring action of the 
reel. 
W hat tails over the reel is sent to 
the second pair of rolls, which has fine 
corrugations. 
It is then 
scalped 
and 
broken again until it has passed through 
the seventh break. 
The impurities of the 
wheat are thus separated step by step. The 
flour arid middlings bolted out during this 
process are conveyed to proper reels, where 
they are separated. 
The floor thus made 
has the greatest strength, and is called 
bakers’ flour. 
The middlings are dusted, 
purified and gradually reduced to flour by 
smooth rolls. 
The flour made out o f them 
is what is termed patent Hour, and is as 
white as the driven snow. This m ill is 
supplied with eighteen pairs ot rolls, eight 
pairs o f which are corrugated for the break­ 
ing of the grain and the remainder are 
smooth rolls for the reduction and grind­ 
ing of middlings and other material. 
In 
addition there are ten scalping reels, eight 
tlonr reels, three centrifugal 
reels, five 
purifiers, 
one wheat grader, 
one bran 
duster, four dust collectors. 
The latter 
machines are to collect the dust from the 
different parts of the m ill and deposit the 
same in litis. 
The m ill is thus rendered 
clean and bright and the traditional dusty 
m ill is one of the things of the past. 
The 
cleaning works consist of four machines— 
a receiving separator, a zig-zag separator, a 
smut machine and a brush machine, all of 
the Richmond patent. 
They also have 
complete m achinery for the manufacture 
of Graham, rye and buckwheat flour, corn- 
meal and hom iny.

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THE GREAT SEAL 


HISTORY Or THE STATE OF CALI­ 
FORNIA’S COAT OF ARMS. 


How the Bear Came to be Added— 
Caleb Lyon's Borrowed Plum age 
—Sad Fate o f the Designer.

T he great seal ot California, one of the 
youngest yet m ost favored of the States of 
th e A m erican U nion, is perhaps m ore ar­ 
tistic and appropriate than th at o f any of 
her sisters. 
It conveys an im pression of 
q uiet dignity and com m anding sovereignty 
peculiarly characteristic of a pYoud and 
prosperous com m onw ealth. 
W hile adopt­ 
ed thirty nix years ago, at a tim e w hen the 
vast resources of the new State were com ­ 
paratively undeveloped, it is so com prehen­ 
sive as to suggest every one o f th e great 
industries w hich the energy of her in telli­ 
gent a:id enterprising people have since 
developed, and w hich in 1849 could hardly 
have been conjectured. T he central figure, 
M inerva, one of the m ost ancient and 
chaste of the religions conceptions oí the 
G reeks, the patron of heroism am ong m en, 
th e protectress o f th e agriculturist, the 
m echanic, the philosopher, th e poet and 
th e orator, the sym bol o f thought, and (lie 
godcss of wisdom , is suggestive o f the 
birth of this young w estern em pire. 
As 
M inerva sprang full grow n, arm ored, and 
w ith a m ighty war shout, from the brain 
of Jupiter, w hen his head was cleft by the 
ax of Vulcan, so California cam e into the 
U nion of A m erican States a perfect sover­ 
eign 
com m onw ealth, w ithout 
the 
in ­ 
fantile territorial probation through w hich 
h e r elder sisters had passed. 
T he grizzly 
bear is suggestive of tb e stirring tim es ot 
th e " Bear Flag R evolution” of 1846, in 
w hich a handful of determ ined A m erican 
settlers cowed th e M exican authorities, and 
laid a foundation w hich rendered the con­ 
quest of the country by the U nited States 
forces the easy work o f a few m onths. The 
m iner, w ith his cradle and pan, is illustra­ 
tive of the first industry of the Stale, and 
th e one w hich Providence seem ed to have 
developed at th at particular tim e to furnish 
to the U nion the gold necessary to preserve 
its integrity in its m ost trying hour. T he 
sheaves of w heat rem ind us o f th e im m ense 
agricultural w ealth of our coast; the bunch 
o f gra¡>cs foreshadow ed an interest w hich 
has already m ade California 
a second 
F ra n c e ; w hile the representation of the 
ships in the bay o f San Francisco was a 
forecast of th e com m ercial im portance of 
th e rem arkable city by the sea. 
Til It SEAL AS ORIGINALLY DESIGNED. 
At the tim e when the question of design­ 
ing the great seal for the new State was 
being agitated in the C onstitutional Con­ 
vention, which m et in M onterey in 1849, 
there happened to be sojourning tem pora­ 
rily in th at little town an accom plished «nil 
cultivated officer of 
the Cnited States 
A rm y, M ajor Robert Selden G arnett. 
H e 
was a gentlem an of modest dem eanor, and 
excelled in the use of his pencil. 
One 
evening he sketched a design for a seal of 
th e State, an d it was exhibited to various 
«itembers of the Convention. 
One of the 
delegates asked leave to present it to the 
body, l>ut the quiet Major declined upon 
th e ground that he believed that a know l­ 
edge of the source from whence it had 
com e w ould prevent its adoption. 
T here 
existed at th at tim e quite a hostility be­ 
tween th e m ilitary authorities and the 
noscent civil powers, and there w as a n es­ 
pecial distrust of the secret m ission of 
Thom as B utler King, w ith w hich G arnett 
was understood to be connected. 
Caleb 
By on. one o f th e clerks of the Convention, 
learned of tbe design, and readily obtained 
th e consent of G arnett to appropriate it and 
present it as his ow n production. A s the 
design cam e from the bands of its author, 
it was citaste and beautiful and som ew hat 
different from the present seal. 
It repre­ 
sented the figure o f M inerva, w ith the 
Golden Gate, and a ship in full sail in the 
foreground; and the Sierra Nevada range 
in the background, w ith the w ord “ Ku- 
reka ” above. 
T he design was referred to 
a com m ittee, an d on Septem ber 29,1819, 
the report of the com m ittee was considered 
by th e C onvention, 
W . 
K. 
Shannon 
deem ed the design a m ost happy one, but 
m ore appropriate for a coat of arm s than 
for a seel, 
lie said that it was unusual lor 
a State seal to contain a m otto, and th at it 
ordinarily com prehended the m ain em ­ 
blem s, and the words ” G reat Seal of the 
State. 
A n explanation accom panying the 
design was entered in th e Journals, as fol- 
Jow s : 


OFFICIAL DES'-UIITIOX OF THE SEAL. 
“ A round th e bend of the ring are repre­ 
sented thirty-one stars, being the num ber 
o f States of w hich the U nion w ill consist 
upon the adm ission of California. T he fore­ 
ground 
figure represents 
the 
Goddess 
M inerva, having sprung full grow n from 
the brain if Jupiter. She is introduced as 
a type o f the political birth of the Stale Of 
California, w ithout having gone through 
th e probation of a T erritory. 
At her feet 
crouches a grizzly bear, feeding upon the 
clu sters from a grape-vine, em blem atic of 
th e peculiar characteristics o f th e country. 
A m iner is engaged with los rocker and 
bowl a t his sitie, illustrating the golden 
w ealth of the Sacram ento, upon 
whose 
w aters are seen shipping, typical o f com ­ 
m ercial greatni-ss; and the snow-clad jk its 
of th e Sierra Nevada m ake up the back­ 
ground, w hile above is the Greek m otto 
* Eur, k a ' tl have found), applying cither 
to th e principle involved in th e adm ission 
o f the State, or the success of the m iner at 
w ork.” 
A fter various am endm ents had been sug­ 
gested. the m atter was laid on the table. 
On October 2d t’te report of the com m ittee 
w as again considered. 
R odm an M. Price 
subm itted a resolution th at the design for 
the seal reported by the com m ittee be ac­ 
cepted. 
O. M. W ozencraft subm itted the 
following, w hich was rejected; 
“ T hat the 
seal be am ended by striking out tbe figures 
o f th e gold-digger and the bear, and intro­ 
ducing instead bags of gold and bales of 
m erchandise.” 
M. G. Vallejo subm itted an 
am endm ent that the bear be taken out of 
th e design : or, if it do rem ain, tiiat it be 
representing as m ade fast by 
A l.ASSO IN THE HANDS OF A VAQUERO. 
After a debate th e am endm ent proposed 
b y Vallejo was rejected by a vote of 16 to 
21. 
Brice's resolution was thetl adopted. 
W . S. Sherwood m oved th at the seal be the 
“ coat o f a rm s ” of th e State of California, 
and the m otion was then carried by a vote 
o f 21 to 16. 
Rriee then subm itted a reso­ 
lution that Lyon be authorized to superin­ 
tend the engraving of th e seal; that he fur­ 
nish th e sam e in the shortest possible tim e 
to the Secretary of the Convention, w ith a 
press and all necessary appendages, and 
that the su m of í 1 .bob be advanced to bint 
in full com pensation lor tbe design and 
seal. 
T his resolution was not considered 
u n til the lltb , w hen a substitute was 
adopted, authorizing Lyon to superintend 
th e engraving and to furnish the seal as 
soon as jx-ssibie to the Secretary of the 
C onvention, to b ? delivered to the Secretary 
o f State under the Constitution ; and tbe 
sum o f SI,000 was to be paid in full com ­ 
pensation for the design, seal, press and 
all appendages. 
It was also resolved that 
th e words “ T he Great Real of the State 
of C alifornia' 
be added to the design. 
H en ry W. H a Heck inquired if any gentle­ 
m en present knew w hat had become o f tbe 
original design, and th at th e gentlem an by 
w hom it was designed (M ajor G arnett) 
requested that it should be found it jiossi- 
ble and handed to the gentlem an who 
occupied th e chair. 
Mr. Sherwood said 


th at he believed th e seal was not the entire 
production of the gentlem an who had been 
authorized to have it cngtaved, and th at 
Lyon did n ot claim it as such. 
H e said 
th at the original design had been given to 
Lyon by a gentlem an who did not wish his 
name, to be m ade public, but expressed a 
desire in a confidential letter to Lyon that 
he (Lyon) m ight be know n as the author_ 


HOW T H E BEA R WAS IN SE R T E D . 
T he bear was added chiefly to gratify 
M ajor J. R. Snyder and th e m en of the 
Bear Flag R evolution, m uch to the chagrin 
of General Vailejo and th e native Califor­ 
nians, w ho supposed it was intended to 
im m ortalize th at event. 
Then was added 
th e figure of a m an with an uplifted pick­ 
ax, as an em blem of the great m ining 
interests of the country. T he follow ing 
quotations sited m uch light on the reasons 
w hich im pelled M ajor Snyder to insist on 
inserting the bear, and General Vallejo to 
oppose i t : 
“ In 1845 notices were posted at all 
prom inent places throughout the country 
tCalifornia) by the B ritish Vice-Consul, 
requiring all Englishm en to obtain pass­ 
ports, or protections. T his excited the 
curiosity of tbe A m erican em igrants, who 
were naturally o f a w atchful character, 
and observed m ore closely the signs of the 
tim es than the other classes o f residents in 
the country. 
The conduct and actions of a 
portion of th e Californians were sufficient 
to justify th e belief th at som e im portunt 
step was in debate, and that a revolution 
in favor of som e foreign power was pre­ 
m editated. 
Soon, 
however, 
indications 
pointed to a change of feeling against the 
Am ericans. Of this a party-of our coun­ 
trym en, encam ped near Saueilito, soon 
received a practical illustration. 
Tw o Cal­ 
ifornians rushed into the tent one night 
w ith draw n sw ords and dem anded a pass­ 
port o f a gentlem an who had ju st arrived 
in the country ; and it was w ith difficulty, 
and through th e assistance of friends whom 
the C alifornians knew th at the person was 
suffered to rem ain unm olested, although 
he show ed his passport. T he gentlem an 
whose passport was th u s dem anded was 
Jacob II. Snyder.”—[A lta California, Ju ly 
20, 1852. 
” T he ‘ Bear Flag ’ party carried us as 
prisoners to Sacram ento, and kept us in a 
calaboose for sixty days or more, until the 
authority of the U nited Sta'es m ade itself 
respected, and the honorable and hum ane 
Com modore Stockton returned us to our 
hearths. 
* 
* 
* 
I retain no sentim ent 
of hostility 
either against those 
who 
attacked m y honor and m y liberty, or 
against those who endangered ray life, 
disturbed the peace of m y fam ily and took 
possession of m y property. 
T his should be 
a day of brotherhood, and in the presence 
of m y com patriots I say ‘ Let hv-gones be 
by-gone».’ 
For a like reason I pass over 
events w hich took place before m y return 
fro m -S u tter's Fort. 
I have no w ish to 
allude to disagreeable episodes, w hich, un­ 
fortunately, have a place in the general 
history o f California. 
Such is the en­ 
counter betw een tbe ‘ Beura ’ and Califor­ 
nians at Olom pali, the capture of San 
Rafael, 
accom panied by the death 
of 
Berrvessa and ¡lie H aro brothers, an d the 
death of Cowey and Fow ler near San fa 
Rosa.” —[E xtract from G eneral Vallejo's 
address, delivered Ju ly 4, 1876, at Santa 
Rosa. 
ly o n’s frktkktions ex posed. 
It seems th at Lyon either did not get the 
$1,000 voted him by tbe Convention, or 
th at he w anted to be paid again. 
T he fol­ 
lowing article was published in the Alta 
California of February 19, 1850. and was 
presum ably w ritten by Edw ard G ilbert, the 
editor, a m em ber of the C onstitutional 
Convention, and one of our first Congress­ 
m en ; “ We observe that a petition has 
been m ade to the Legislature, on behalf of 
Caleb Lyon, for $1.000 for the State Seal, 
‘designed and executed by h im .’ 
It m ay 
as well be understood at once th at if any 
credit belongs to any person for the design 
of tbe seal, it is not to Caleb Lyon of 
Lyonsdale. T be original design for the seal 
was m ade by an officer of the arm y, 
sojourning tem porarily at M onterey during 
the tim e the Convention was in session. 
W hen the subject of a seal was m ooted, 
this design was show n to various m em bers 
of the C onvention, who suggested som e 
am endntions and the insertion of other 
m atters. These were draw n in by the orig­ 
inal designer, who did not wish it to be 
know n who was the author, and the seal 
was presented by Mr. Lyon. A fter a pretry 
bard tight it was adopted, and $1,000 
appropriated to Mr. Lyon to procure a die 
ami proper press. 
T his duty be perform ed 
afier a fashion. 
T he design was m arred in 
the engraving ; tbe die was not sunk near 
deep enough, and the press was no t suffi­ 
ciently pow erful for the 
purpose. 
The 
com m issions o f the Congressional delega­ 
tion were w ithout the slightest im press of 
th e seal before they left the country. 
If 
we are not very m uch m istaken, Mr. Lyon 
of Lyonsdale received his m oney out of the 
civil fund, and is now conveying it to the 
sylvan retreats of Lyonsdale. 
B ut this has 
nothing to do w ith the p aternity of the 
seal. 
A ll we w ish to slate, and th at m ost 
distinctly, is, th at Mr. Lyon has no right 
or title to the honor o f either designing or 
executing the seal any m ore than the K han 
of T artary.” 
A ROW 
AT THE HEAD OF GOVERNMENT— 
ANOTHER SEAL MADE. 
In October, 1855, a peculiar com plication 
occurred betw een G overnor Bigler and the 
Secretary of State, Jam es W. Denver. 
U n­ 
der the C onstitution as it then stood, the 
Secretary of State was the appointee of the 
G overnor. 
D enver had been appointed by 
Bigler on F ebruary 19, 1853, and at the 
tim e o f his appointm ent was understood to 
be a very firm friend of the G overnor. It 
will be recollected tliat be was a participant 
in a duel in w bich Congressm an Gilbert 
was killed on A ugust 2,1852, the duel hav­ 
ing grown out of an article published by 
Gilbert in his paper, ridiculing th e Gov­ 
ernor. 
In 1854 the D em ocratic party of the 
State was divided, and tw o tickets were run 
for Congressmen. 
Denver was nom inated 
by the chivalry or Southern Democracy, 
w hile Bigler was an adherent of tbe T am ­ 
m any or N orthern wing. T be cam paign 
was conducted willi th e utm ost bitterness, 
and it was generally understood that no 
cordiality 
of 
feeling 
existed between 
the two gentlem en. 
D enver was suc­ 
cessful 
a t 
the 
election. 
In 
1855 
Bigler 
was 
tbe 
candidate 
on 
the 
Democratic ticket for re-election, and was 
defeated by Jo h n so n ,th e “ Know N othing” 
candidate. 
H e had reason to suppose that 
Denver and liis deputies had not rendered 
him any particularscrvice in the cam paign. 
On October 5th. Bigler addressed a letter to 
Denver dem anding the great seal of State, 
and said th at he desired to keep it in his 
own office, w here he claim ed the C onstitu­ 
tion contem plated it should be kept. 
On 
the sam e day D enver replied, declining to 
perm it the ?eal to pass out of his possession, 
and im m ediately departed for W ashington 
to attend to his Congressional duties, leav­ 
ing his deputy in charge o f the Secretary's 
office. 
H e al?o left a resignation, to take 
effect on November 5th. 
On the 6th of Oc­ 
tober the Governor again visited the office 
of the Secretary, dem anded the seal of the 
¡deputy, and was again refused its posses­ 
sion. 
H e then handed to the deputy the 
com m ission of Charles H . H em pstead as 
Secretary of State, and directed the deputy 
to affix to it the seal, but the deputy re­ 
fused to do so upon the ground th at it was 
a constitutional office and could no t be va­ 
cated except by death, resignation o r im ­ 
peachm ent. 
The deputy of Denver held 
possession of the office for a m onth, during 
w hich tim e his acts were not recognized as 
valid by the Governor, and it is said th at 
the latter caused a duplicate great seal to 
be m ade, w ith w hich his official acts were 
attested by his new ly appointed Secretary. 
Years afterw ards it was charged th at forged 
patents for State lands were in circulation, 
and th at one of those old seals bad been 
stolen and used for attesting them . 
H ow ­ 
ever this m ay be, there are tw o dies of the 
State seal in the possession of the Secretary 
of State at this tim e. 


T H E PROPOSED CH A N G E IN T H E SEA L. 
In 1858 th e State seal was dam aged so 
that it failed to give a true im pression, and 
a bill was introduced in the Senate by Mr. 
Thom to authorize the Secretary of State 
to procure a new seal, to be engraved on 
steel and to be substituted for atul used in ­ 
stead of tbe seal then in existence; and 
requiring him to destroy the then State 
seal in the presence of the G overnor and 
Controller. The bill was accom panied w ith 
a design w hich reduced the size of the seal 
a tw elfth part of an inch, and to adm it of 
this contraction som e of the details of the 
original design were om itted. 
The bear 
was m ade to crouch subm issively at the 
feet of M inerva, the m iner's cradle was 
left out, and the m iner was brought nearer 
th e w ater. On M arch 10. 1858, the Sonata 
am ended the bill by providing that the de­ 


sign and size should be th e sam o as in the 
th en se a l; 
and on A pril 16th another 
am endm ent was adopted that “ ihe design 
of the present seal shall be preserved intact 
in the new one, but the size thereof shall 
be reduced six-tenths of an inch, so th at 
the new seal w hen com pleted shall be three 
and three-tenths of an inch in diam eter.” 
T he bill w ith this am endm ent passed th e 
Senate on the 31st, bu t it was not consid­ 
ered in th e H ouse. 


T H E D E SIG N E R OF T H E 8E C L . 
G arnett, the designer of th e original seal, 
was born in V irginia about 1821; 
entered* 
W est P oint in 1837; 
graduated tw entv- 
seventh in his class Ju ly 1, 1841, aiid 
appointed Brevet Second Lieutenant of 
artillery ; was assistant instructor of in ­ 
fantry tactics at the m ilitary academ y from' 
jH ly, 1843, to October, 1844; 
was Aid-de- 
caniD to General W ool in 1845, and distin­ 
guished him self in the battles of Talo A lto 
and Resaca de la P a lm a ; was prom oted to a 
F irst Lieutenancy A ugust 18, 1840; was 
A id-de-cam p to General T aylor d uring the 
M exican W ar and until 1849; breveted 
Captain and M ajor lor gallant and m eritori­ 
ous conduct at M onterey and Buena Vista ; 
transferred to th e infantry in 1848; pro­ 
m oted to a Captaincy in 1851: 
from 1852 
to 1854 was com m andant o f the corps of 
cadets and instructor of infantry tactics at I 
W est P o in t; 
appointed Captain of the j 
F irst R egim ent Cavalry in 1855, and M ajor ' 
of the N inth Infantry in the sam e n .o u th ; 
was com m ander in the operations aga’nst 
the Indians on Puget Sound in U56, anil 
com m anded the Y akim a expedition in 
1858. 
At th e breaking out o f the rebellion 
he took th e side o f the Confederates, and 
was prom oted to a B rigadier-G eneralship 
an d assigned to tbe D epartm ent ot W est 
V irginia. 
H ere G eneral M cClellan 
at­ 
tacked hint, and after several days of a l­ 
ternate fighting and retreating, at the bat­ 
tle o f C arrick’s Ford, on Ju ly 15, 1861, 
G arnett was killed and his forces routed. 
Ilia body was 
carefully cared 
for by 
the Federal com m ander, and after being 
em balm ed was forwarded to his friends. 


THE DISTINGUISHED LIVING AND DEAD. 
Caleb Lyon was appointed Consul to 
Shanghai, China, by President Polk in 1845. 
Oil his retu rn to New Y ork he served in 
both branches of the Legislature, and in 
1853 was elected from th at State to Con- ' 
gress. 
In 1864 he was appointed G overnor 
of Idaho T erritory, and retained the office 
three years. 
H e died at Rossville. N. Y., 
on Septem ber 9,1875, the q uarter centennial 
anniversary of th e adm ission of California 
into the U nion. O f the m em bers of the 
Convention whose nam es figure in this ar­ 
ticle, W . E. Shannon died of cholera at 
Sacram ento on Novem ber 3, 1850, at th e 
early ago of 28. 
Rodm an M. Price was af­ 
terw ards elected Governor of New Jersey, 
and is now living in the East. 
W ozencraft 
and Valtejo are still living in this State, 
and take an active part in public m atters. 
W infield S. Sherwood was afterw ards u 
District Judge, and died in Sierra county 
on Ju n e 25, 1870. Snyder held m any im ­ 
portant public positions, removed to Sono­ 
m a county, conducted an extensive vine­ 
yard, and died there A pril 29, 187S. 
H al- 
leck was at th at tim e tiie Secretary of State 
under the m ilitary governm ent. 
H e after­ 
wards practiced law in San Francisco, and 
in Ju ly , 1872, was appointed General in 
b tiief of all tbe arm ies of the U nited 
States. 
H e held that position u n til M arch 
12. 1864, w hen General G rant was m ade 
Lieutenant-G eneral. H e died in Louisville, 
Ky., Jan u ary 9.1872. 
Of the other persons whose nam es have 
been m entioned, Governor Bigler was af­ 
terw ards M inister to Chile, and died in 
Sacram ento, N ovem ber 2!), 1871. 
Denver, 
who still lives, had been a Captain in the 
M exican war, and afterw ards was Governor 1 
o f the T erritory of Kansas and a distin- 1 
guished General in the U nion arm y. 
H e ' 
has been once or twice a candidate tor the 
Dem ocratic 
nom ination 
for 
President. 
H em pstead rem oved to U tah, and died at 
Salt Dike, Septem ber 26, 1879.

SNAP, THE LION. 
Not a great roaring lion, such as eat peo­ 
ple, but a little bit of a fellow, only a few 
inches long, th at couldn’t possibly eat any­ 
thing larger than a fly, though he could 
and did eat lots of them . 
H e was not 
really a lion at all. but a cham eleon—a kind 
of sm all lizard, exactly like B ill the lizard, 
in “ A lice in W onderland;” hut, as little 
Bob, whose pet he was, called him a “eane- 
m e-lion,” we all fell into the way o f speak­ 
ing o f him as th e lion. 
H e was sent to Boh from F lorida in a

In most countries 
tlie conventional titue for good resolves is 
New-Year's day. 
Most people with bad 
habits “ swear off ” on that day. 
It is also 
generally the time, or the few weeks fol­ 
lowing when plans are made for I lie com­ 
ing year—the business man and the farmer 
map out their year’s work. 
In this State 
it seems to he a changeable time—like 
some fhurch holidays—before or after a 
full moon. 
In my experience it is in this part of 
the countr> during or immediately follow­ 
ing our tirst heavy autumn rain. 
It is 
then a season’s work is considered to end 
and a new one to begin. Whet was doubt­ 
ful before, after a heavy rain in the fall, 
seems to be clear.

I he hills begin to look green 
already.

This has given an impetus to our com­ 
munity. 
Plowing is under wav in the 
valley near Lincoln and Sheridan. The 
business tone is much better than it was 
two weeks ago. A good season seems to be 
in store for us. About Auburn the fruit 
interest is receiving more attention than a 
few years back. Buardman & Co. started a 
fruit-shipping business last season, and by 
strict attention to the wants of customers, 
and by shipping none but thechoiccst fruit!

next year. 
Mr. Boardman, with an expe­ 
rienced partner, will conduct a first-class 
nursery business this winter at Auburn.

Pcnyrn and Loomis, and as fine 
above at Colfax, our people of this middle 
section are asking the question, why have 
we not equally as good ? We surely have, 
but till recently the fact has not been dem­ 
onstrated. 
Our County Immigration Society moves 
slowly, but it don’t propose to -pass in its 
checks till it induces some of those Ixis 
Angeles excursionists to visit this county. 
We hop,-to have some primed matter de­ 
scriptive of the county in circulation soon, 
and a few of the faithful are quietly at 
Work on a county exhibit for next year at 
the Slate Lair, 
fhosc Los Angeles folks, 
with a little nrintcrvs ink, have a way of 
inducing visitors to come among them, but 
can they keep them with land selling at 
$1'.«) to$500 per acre? They cannot if we 
in northern California can place before 
them the fact that equally as good land can 
be had this way and near Auburn for $30 
to $00 per aere.

Senator W illiam Sharon died at 3:32 this 
afternoon. Mr. Shnron was born January 
9, 1820, at SmithfielJ, Ohio. 
His lamily 
were farmers, Quaker in origin. He en­ 
tered Athens College at the age of 23, to 
study law, and remained there three years, 
when he returned home, diversifying his 
labors on the farm with his law studies. 
After six months of this life, he entered 
the office of Edwin M. Stanton, afterward 
Secretary of War, to qualify him self for 
the bar. Failing health induced him to 
travel for a time. He then went to St. 
Louis, where he opened a law office, 
in 
the 
spring 
of 
1849, 
when 
the 
gold 
fever 
was 
epidemic, 
Colonel 
J. D. Fry and 
Mr. Sharon formed a 
copartnership, and together they crossed 
the plains, arriving in Sacramento in Au­ 
gust. 1849. 
Mr. Sharon left Sacramento in 
the winter of 1850, arrived in San Francis­ 
co, and entered into the real estate busi­ 
ness. 
He continued his real estate opera­ 
tions. and in 1864 his wealth was estimated 
at $150,000. Then came the stock excite­ 
ment. and within six m onths his fortune of 
$150,000 was dissipated. 
W ithout means. 
Mr. Sharon had to seek employment, and 
asked and obtained work from the Hank of 
California, which sent him to Virginia 
City. Nevada, for the purpose of adjusting 
some outstanding claims of that institu­ 
tion. H e suggested to the California Bank 
managers to establish an agency in Vir­ 
ginia City, Nev. Theidea was taken hold of, 
and Mr. Sharon was made agent. Unlimited 
powers were given him, and after a service 
of many years he left the hank at his own 
desire, and was succeeded bv II. J. Ralston. 
Mr. Sharon then turned liis attention al­ 
most exclusively to the mines of the Com­ 
stock lode, from which he gained a large 
part of his vast fortune. 
In 1852 Mr. Sha­ 
ron married Miss Maria Malloy, a native of 
Canada, and whose father was a Captain in 
the merchant marine. 
By her he had five 
children, two of whom now only survive— 
Fred. W. Sharon and Lady Hesketh, wife 
of Sir Thomas G. F. Hesketh, an English 
Baronet. In politics Mr. Sharon was a 
Republican. He was actively interested in 
organizing the Republican party in this 
State in 1856, and supported the Union 
cause at the breaking out of the re­ 
bellion. 
In 1874 he was elected United 
States Senator from Nevada for a term of 
six years from Mareli 4, 1875. 
The failure 
of the Bank of California, in August, 1875, 
interfered greatly with his Senatorial use­ 
fulness, and lie bent all his energies to the 
task of resuscitating the bank. 
His vast 
fortune, his strength, bis personal will, 
brought every' creditor and stockholder of 
tiie bank into harmony with his plans, and 
after forty days of incessant labor the doors 
of the bank, which had closed apparently' 
forever, were swung 
open 
amid 
the 
cheers of thousands. 
He 
lias 
ever 
since 
been 
closely 
associated 
with 
the 
California 
Bank. 
He owns reai 
estate in this city valued at $1,800,000. 
He also owns the Palace Hotel and over 
500 dwellings, most of which arc small, 
but yielding good rents. Besides these, lie 
lias 20,000 acres of land in Fresno county, 
and the Burlinghameam l Belmont ranches, 
in San Mateo county. He is the principal 
shareholder in the Bank of California, 
holds a 
controlling 
interest 
in 
the 
Carson and Colorado Railroad, and is the 
principal owner in the Spring Valley W ater 
Company. H e was worth, all togetiier, over 
$15.000,000—all accumulated within the 
last twenty y'ears.

T acoma, November 13th.—The twenty 
seven citizens of Tacoma, indicted at Van­ 
couver on account of the expulsion of the 
Chinese from this city, returned home last 
evening in custody of the United States 
Marshal, arriving at 7:20. They were met 
at the depot by a larger number of people 
than assembled on any former occasion 
here. Nearly half thepopulation were out, 
it being estimated that not less than 3,OUO 
people crowded the available space at the 
depot and its approaches. The streets were 
lighted by bonfires, and houses were illu­ 
minated. A long torchlight procession, the 
firing of anvils, the music of a brass band 
and immense cheering marked thetecep- 
tion. W hen the prisoners alighted from 
the train, they were met by a committee 
of citizens and escorted, at the head of a 
long procession, to the hall of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, where a banquet 
had been prepared. After eating, all re­ 
paired to the large opera liall, which was 
densely packed with people, where the re­ 
mainder of the evening was given up to 
speeches by the prisoners and other citi­ 
zens, in celebration of the achievement of 
removing the Chinese, and denouncing the 
false reports sent from Portland to the 
Eastern newspapers. A committee was ap­ 
pointed to prepare a true account of the 
affair of November 3d, and submit it to tbe 
Associated Press for publication. At the 
wnchision, the United State? Marshal re­ 
leased the prisofiefs on parole, io report

The foreigners 
have been in this country on an average of 
ten years, and have been citizens on an 
average of seven years. 
Twenty-five are 
men of families, and have sixty-four chil­ 
dren and eleven grand-children ; two are 
single, of the average age of 41 years and 3 
months. Average time on the Pacific coast, 
thirteen years and five months. None were 
ever charged w ith crime be ore in their 
lives, and they are all “ anti-Chinese.” 
Three are merchants, three journalists, 
buteLuffS; s'* carpenters, three blacksmiths, 
óné ¿iaiigiisinan, two plumbers, oué pho­ 
tographer, one briekntaker, one attorney, 
one shoe mannfacturer, one civil engineer, 
one molder and one farmer.

CONFESSION

Island on Monday. 
Im purity in the water supply at Tucson,

Tbe city of East Portland is in debt $21,­ 
573, which is alm ost the lim it allowed by 
the charter. 
Over 14.7iX> acres of railroad land were 
filed on by settlers in San Luis Obispo 
county last week. 
The land is being cleared for the purpose 
f locating tbe repair shops of the Sonora 
Railroad at Nogales, A. T. 
The Supreme Court of Nevada declares 
that Clarence Gray, the condemned m ur­ 
derer of Paradise, must hang.

H o l l ist e r, November 13th.—On Satur­ 
day of last week Richard Alexander, the 
youngest of the conspirators concerned in 
the murder of I)r. Powers, made a con­ 
fession and statem ent to Detectives Lawson 
and Deasy, of Morse’s Agency, in the pres­ 
ence of liis father, who was instrum ental 
in bringing it about, a Notary Public and 
two witnesses. The confession has been 
kept strictly secret pending the preliminary 
examination of some of the alleged m ur­ 
derers next Monday, when Alexander will 
be placed on the stand. 
It lia3 been un­ 
derstood that the confession gave full in ­ 
formation regarding the causes leading to 
the crime and the parties concerned. 
Re­ 
porters of the local papers and the San 
Francisco press have been here, and fol­ 
lowed Alexander to San Jose, in hopes of 
getting his statement. Tbe detectives kept 
him under close surveillance, allowed no 
interviews, and up to to-day no genuine 
information regarding the confession lias 
been received. 
Your reporter has been 
working on the case constantly since the 
confession was made, and to-night suc­ 
ceeded in securing the full contents of 


A l e x a n d e r ’s s t a t e m e n t . 
Levi Alexander, father of Richard, was 
present when the confession was taken- 
His statem ent regarding its contents was 
presented to Detective Lawson, who neither 
denied nor affirmed it, but remarked that 
if old man Alexander wanted to m ake a 
fool of himself by m aking it public, he 
(Lawson) 
couldn't 
help 
it, 
and 
he 
had 
nothing 
to 
say. 
There is no 
question, however, about the old gentle­ 
m an’s story being a correct statem ent of his 
son’s confession. 
In giving it he displayed 
great agitation, and in the recital broke 
down several times, finally being com­ 
pletely overcome. The confession places 
John T. Prewett in the light of nsdastardly 
and damnable a villain as could exist. From 
it it appears that no one, outside of Prewett 
himself, had any shadow of a grievance 
against Dr. Powers. P n wett bad long been 
at enm ity with Powers on account of land 
matters, and recently Powers bad compelled 
him to give up the possession of land lie 
was illegally holding. A suit was instituted, 
aud is now pending in the United States 
Courts, regarding land which Prewett held, 
and Powers was a prominent witness for 
the Government and against Prewett. 
He 
had recently returned from San Francisco 
with certain documents concerning the 
case, which he freely stated would convict 
Prewett and his brother-in-law, Andrew 
Irwin, of perjury, in m aking false land en­ 
tries. 
A L LEG E D IN C E N D IA R ISM . 
A few weeks before the murder of Powers 
a fire was started on Prewett's range, which 
destroyed about $200 worth of feed. Prew­ 
ett alleged that Powers set the fire, but wit­ 
nesses at tlic prelim inary examination last 
week testified that the foot-nrints around 
the 
scene 
of the 
lire, exhibited 
by 
Prewett as 
a proof of Powers’ guilt, 
did not correspond with the doctor's boot, 
which was of an unusual size and shape, 
and in the opinion of Alexander, who makes 
the confession, the fire was started by 
Prewett himself, for the purpose of throw­ 
ing suspicion on Powers and enlisting the 
support of his neighbors in liis plans 
against the doctor. 
Prewett succeeded in 
having meetings of the Bear valley residents 
held, io consider the alleged incendiary tire 
on his place. The meetings were not satis­ 
factory, as several who attended did not 
countenance violent measures, in view of 
the fact that tbe evidence was not strong 
against Powers. 


p r e w e t t ’s c o n spir a c y. 
Seemingly Prewett was determined on 
putting Powers out 
of the way, and 
obtaining possession of the papers which 
Powers claimed were damaging to him. 
He intluenced Dick Alexander, who makes 
the confession; S. 1’. Ashcraft, a relative 
and business partner, Andrew Irwin, a 
brother-in-law; Fred. Fowles, an unsavory 
character, who lias gained unenviable no­ 
toriety by bis inhum an action concerning 
the death and burial of his mother; Isaac 
Slaven, a young man highly connected and 
of previous good character, but evidently 
easily led, and Marion Thompson, a middle- 
aged farmer of formerly fair reputation, to 
join him in a conspiracy to m urder Powers, 
and implicate other citizens of Bear valley 
and the neighborhood, in order that their 
silence might be secured, and im m unity 
from arrest guaranteed. Accordingly 


A F IN A L M EETIN G 
Was called to." (tie night on which Power? 
was murdered, Every effort was made to 
secure a large attendance, it being under­ 
stood among the conspirators that whatever 
was the result of the meeting Powers was 
to be hung that night, and those who at­ 
tended the meeting were to be made co­ 
criminals in the killing. That morning 
Powers left his house on a visit to the fam­ 
ily of A. Ii. Severman, where he passed the 
day up to nearly 5 o’clock. From the time 
of his leaving liis house until his death, his 
every action was watched by the conspira­ 
tors, llie road from his place to Severman’s 
being down one side of a range of hills and 
up on the other, sim ilar to the letter V, the 
apex indicatingwherethe road coming from 
Bear valley meets the San Benito road, 
which runs back in the same direction, the 
hills being between. 
Spies placed on the 
hills could observe his every movement, 
and it had been arranged that on Powers’ 
return he was to be detained at the house 
of Mrs. Jane Monroe, who was to invite 
him to supper, and keep hint there until 
after dark, so that the conspirators, coming 
from the meeting, could waylay and hang 
him . Every effort was to be made to have 
those present at the meeting adopt the pro­ 
posed violent rneasuree, but in any event 
Powers was to die that night. 


T H E M U R D ER . 
About half-past 5 o'clock Prewett, Irwin 
and Alexander, on horseback, were going 
down the Bear Valley road to a deserted 
cabin on W illow creek, where the meeting 
was to be held. Prewett had with him a 
double-barreled shotgun, to be used in case 
much trouble was experienced in accotn- 
plishing the lynching. The spies on the 
hill informed them that Powers was on the 
road home. They had no intention of 
killing him then, and determined to turn 
out of the road and allow him to pass with­ 
out their being discovered. By accident, 
however, they met him at a turn in tbe 
road. Prewett remarked, “ Now is as good 
a time as any,” and ordered Powers to 
throw up his hands, immediately following 
the command by discharging one barrel of 
the gun, the charge taking effect in the 
old m an’s left side, just below the nipple. 
The old mare which Powers was riding 
did not become frightened, but continued 
her even gait for about fifteen feet, when 
Powers fell to the ground, striking on his 
face and breaking his nose: the body then 
rolling over on its back. 
Prewett, without 
dismounting, rode up to where the body 
lay. and while it was yet in the final con­ 
vulsions of death, fired the other load into 
Powers’ right side. 
He then dismounted, 
and Alexander held his horse while Prew­ 
ett dragged the body out of the road, so 
that passers-by might not notice it. Slaven. 
one of the spies, was on the hill near by, 
and witnessed the killing. 
Irwin was 
present, but did not get off his horse. The 
other conspirators were stationed on the 
hill, but did not see the shooting. 


A FTER T H E M U R D ER . 
Immediately afterwards Prewett took a 
cut-off path to his house, to avoid passing 
his neighbors’ place, and secured a rope 
with which to hang Powers. Nineteen 
persons were present at the meeting, but 
none outside of the conspirators knew of 


Powers’ death. When the m att« of Pow­ 
ers'alleged connection with the fire was 
brought up, Prewett said : “ We need not 
discuss that matter. 1 have settled the old 
man. He is dead.” Those present were 
then informed of their being accessories 
in the 
death, and 
all 
were bound 
by 
oath 
to 
protect 
one 
another 
and stay together, whatever happened, 
each invoking on himself the penalty of 
death should he in any way betray the 
other. Some who were present demurred 
to having anything to do with any act of 
that kind, but under threats of like treat­ 
ment took the oath, and to settle the fact 
of complicity in the crime all went to the 
spot where Powers’ body had been left, and 
took part in 
THE HANGING, 
W hich occurred four hours alter the m ur­ 
der. Young Slaven had already prepared 
a vigilante card, which he attached to the 
waistband of Powers’ overalls. The Land 
Office documents, which Powers had in his 
possession when he left Severman’s, were 
taken from the body and destroyed, as 
were also other papers found in his house, 
which was ransacked by the conspirators. 
Alexander, in bis confession, states that 
he became mixed up in the affair through 
bis relationship with Prewett and Irwin. 
Powers liad always been a good friend of 
his family, and he bad no reason, nor did 
lie know of any reason, for oilier parties, 
outside of Prewett, joining in tbe affair. 
It is stated that detective Lawson has se­ 
cured another 
confession, corroborating 
Alexander’s, as given above. 
Alexander will testify on the preliminary 
examination of twelve of the alleged m ur­ 
derers Monday. 
Prewett’s presence 
in jail 
seems to 
act1 as a bracer for the other prisoners, 
and all have refused to be seen, even by 
their wives and sisters, except in the pres­ 
ence of the balance, it being evidently 
agreed that no one should have an oppor­ 
tunity to make a confession. 
It is claimed 
that the interests of justice demand that 
Prewett be removed to other quarters, and 
an effort is being made in that direction.

E ds. Record-Union : It is a well-estab: 
Iished fact that for a long tim e past certain 
individual members of the I. O. G. T. have 
been engaged in assailing and defaming 
the Grand Worthy Secretary and other offi­ 
cers of that institution. At the recent ses­ 
sion of the Grand Lodge, which was held 
in Los Angeles, the whole m atter was in­ 
vestigated. with a view to ascertaining the 
facts in the case, the investigation being 
had at the request of the Secretary. 
The Grand Lodge resolved itself into a 
Committee of the Whole, aud a number of 
(he statements and quasi charges made by 
the opposition during the past year were 
taken from the publications controlled by 
these people, and they were required tq 
prove the assertions made, and in this they 
utterly tailed. 
The Committee of the Whole was pre­ 
sided over by W illiam H. Mills, and, after 
a thorough investigation, the committee 
agreed upon and presented a report con­ 
cluding as follows : “ After due considera­ 
tion and investigation and taking of testi­ 
mony, they find the charges to be unsus­ 
tained and unfounded in fact.” This report 
was unanimously adapted, and there the 
duties of the Committee of the W hole and 
its Chairman ended. 
Subsequently proceedings were inaugu­ 
rated against the authors of these “ unsus­ 
tained and unfounded 
allegations 
and 
accusations,” and as a result Messrs. Albert 
D. \\ ood and George Morris were found 
guilty and expelled, and W. D. Gonld was 
Suspended. 
These proceedings, however, 
were entirely different from those before 
alluded to. 
Now comes the Censor, published at Los 
Angeles, and edited by Albert D. Wood, 
and it attempts to produce the impression 
that Mr. Mills presided also at the latter 
trial, and meanly insinuates that "in the 
court run by railroad officials nothing 
could be proved but what suited the court,” 
etc.; the intim ation being that Mr. Mills, 
as such “ court,” or presiding officer, made 
unfair rulings, etc. 
” It is btrt an act of justice to say that 
neither the statement nor intim ation have 
even the semblance of truth, and that, as a 
m atter of fact, Mr. Mills was not present at 
the Grand Lodge session during the t: ial ot 
Gould, Wood and Morris, and not being 
present, he could neither have presided nor 
made any unfair rulings. 
Mr. Mills had obtained leave of absence 
and was about to leave the session on the 
morning of the third day, when he was de­ 
tained by a subpena from the defendants, 
and at the commencement of ihe trial the 
official organ of the Order, the. Rescue, re­ 
cords the fact that “ by consent, he being 
about to leave, the fr it witness was called 
for the defense. 
W. H. Mills was then ex­ 
amined, and at the conclusion of his exam­ 
ination the Grand Lodge took a recess.” 
Mr. Mills was then excused and returned to 
¡San Francisco by the afternoon train of 
the same day. Subsequent to his leaving 
the trial proceeded, with the result already 
known. 
And while upon the subject, it m ay not 
be amiss to correct another point sought to 
be made, not by Captain Wood himself, for 
he knows better, but by his over-zealous 
defenders, who gravely intim ate that he 
was the originaior of the Good Templars’ 
Home for Orphans at Vallejo, and that lie 
made large donations ; indeed, that he do­ 
nated the land upon which the Home 
stands, etc. Captain Wood was neither the 
originator nor founder of this magnificent 
charity, nor did he ever donate or deed it 
an acre of land without full value being 
paid for. Upon the contrary, one hundred 
and three acres of land was purchased from 
him and his associates, and they were paid 
for it at the rate of $100 per acre—$10,300; 
the same land for which he paid $25 per 
acre, leaving a comfortable profit of $75. 
out of the $100 per acre. 
He did. in a fit of generosity, three years 
ago, when homestead lots were being do­ 
nated at a session of the Grand Lodge, 
agree to donate four or five lots, valued at 
$10 each, but when he was called upon to 
execute the deeds to make his donation 
effective, lie neglected to do it, and the m at­ 
ter of his donation still so stands. 
Such are the 
facts concerning these 
would-be “ railroad martyrs.”
